Portugal prepares to put the boot in starting 
Tuesday with the Ivory Coast 
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Tourism chief on defending 
the interests of the Algarve

In an interview granted this week to The Portugal News, Nuno Aires, who is a 
qualified journalist, reveals his plans for the future, his opposition to tolls on the 
Algarve's A22 motorway, how he envisages having Portimonense and Olhanense 
playing at the Algarve stadium and the importance of a strong pound. 


President of the Algarve Tourism Board Nuno Aires 


Nuno Aires, 39, has been in 
charge of the Algarve Tourism 
Board (ERTA) for almost two 
years after he was flung into 
the role of president when his 
predecessor relinquished the 
title due to professional 
incompatibilities . 

“I wasn’ t expecting to become 
president of the ERT A, but I was 
ready for it nonetheless”, he ex- 
plains, adding: “I was vice-presi- 
dent at the time, so I had plenti- 
ful experience as acting presi- 
dent”. 

He was elected unopposed. 

As for the promotion of the 
region, and the effects the eco- 
nomic crisis has had on the 
ERTA’s budget, Mr Aires re- 
vealed that the budget has actu- 
ally been increased to €6.5 mil- 
lion for 2010. 

“We have a slightly larger 
budget than in previous years. 
We are not solely focusing on sta- 
ble markets such as Britain and 
Germany, but we are now look- 
ing at destinations to which Earo 
has become connected with the 
increase in flights to the city”. 

The ERTA chairman adds 
that his organisation is currently 
discussing financing for 2011 
and beyond, and despite the in- 
crease in cash available this year, 
he says more funding is urgently 
needed. 

“The budgets we have had in 
the past were manifestly too low 
to effectively promote the region 
abroad. While the branding of the 
Algarve in some markets, such as 
in the UK is very good, we have 
to promote the region in other 
parts of the world as well”. 

But while the ERTA are look- 
ing for more money, so too is the 
cash-strapped government, and 
tolls on the Algarve’ s A22 is be- 
coming an option forwarded in 
certain quarters, especially by 
politicians in the north. 

“I am against tolls on the A22”, 
says the tourism chief, “The 
EN125 is not an alternative, and 
until it is, we cannot possibly 
have tolls on the A22. 

“The cost will be enormous to 
the region, as traffic will be di- 
verted on to the EN 1 25 creating 
terrible congestion issues. What 


we cannot do is ask a tourist who 
has just spent two hours on a 
flight from northern Europe to 
spend another two hours in a bus 
to travel 40 kilometres.” 

But he leaves the door open to 
accepting tolls at a later date. 

“The EN 1 25 is being subjected 
to major renovation work, and 
once complete, we will have an- 
other look at the viability of the 
road as an alternative.” 

Until then the president says 
he will join in protest marches 
against the introduction of tolls 
on the A22. 

“At the moment, we will not 
have tolls on the All, at least 
that’s what the government is 
telling us and we hope they can 
keep to that”. 

A crucial factor for the region 
and its success as a tourist desti- 
nation appears to be the pound. 

“The behaviour of the pound 
is one of the most sensitive issues 
for us here when dealing with the 
UK. Not only in the purchase of 
real estate, but also when it comes 
to tourists deciding where to 
spend their holidays. 

“The weaker pound resulted in 
a loss of confidence and a fall in 
the money spent by Britons in 
Portugal”, he explains. 

“Of all the negative factors 
which have faced the Algarve in 
recent years, the issue of the 
pound has been the most sensi- 
tive”, adding: “The pound’ s per- 
formance in recent weeks against 
the euro is positive.” 

As for Britons wanting to 
spend their pounds which are 
now worth more than they have 
been for well over a year, the 
ERTA president has a message: 
“The Algarve continues to be an 
excellent place in which to invest 
and there are currently a number 
of excellent deals out there to be 
had. This is the right time to in- 
vest. There is a real opportu- 
nity.” 

Sticking to travel, Nuno Aires 
laments the difficulties caused by 
the volcanic ash cloud at the start 
of spring. 

“We were unable to ferry peo- 
ple home, while others were un- 
able to visit us due to the cloud. 
But nobody was left out in the 


street, and hotels were very pro- 
fessional allowing many cash- 
strapped guests to extend their 
stays without having to pay any 
extra.” 

Rail travel, which remains a 
luxury in the Algarve, is an area 
he would like to see improved. 

“It makes perfect sense to 
have rail connections, and a good 
rail connection with Seville is 
very important, and would ben- 
efit both sides. However, there 
are currently no plans in Madrid 
or Lisbon to build a railway be- 
tween Seville and the Algarve.” 

As for the Beja Airport caus- 
ing unhealthy competition, Mr 
Aires says: “Bej a Airport will not 
have any adverse affects on Earo. 
Beja has another profile alto- 
gether and we remember that Earo 
is constantly growing”. 

However, he admits that some 
“Low cost airlines could opt to 
use Beja, but this could be com- 
plimentary to tourism in the Al- 
garve. 

“The introduction of a Ryanair 
base in Earo was arguably the 
best news the Algarve as a tour- 
ist destination has received so far 
this year and I am sure this will 
aid in this summer being a good 
one”. 

The tourism chief was also in 
full agreement with the call by 
President Cavaco Silva this week 
that Portuguese stay in Portugal 
this summer for their holidays as 
opposed to travelling abroad. 

“All of us can assist in improv- 
ing the state of the country’ s fi- 
nances and the crisis could be a 
great opportunity for Portuguese 
to discover their own country and 
travel to island regions or rural 
areas. 

“Britain has been encouraging 
its citizens to stay at home this 
sununer, so the president is per- 
fectly entitled to make that call, 
but in relation to places such as 
the UK, we have the added advan- 
tage of being able to offer our citi- 
zens the sun and the sea.” 

The Algarve tourism presi- 
dent remains sore over losing the 
Ryder Cup bid for Portugal to the 
Alentejo repeating previous 
comments on the issue: “I stated 
publicly that it was odd that the 


Algarve lost out on being Portu- 
gal’ s candidate for the Ryder 
Cup as it is an internationally rec- 
ognised golf destination. 

“The decision is made, but we 
are against it. The European PGA 
will be staging its AGM in the 
Algarve in November, which is 
not by chance - the PGA obvi- 
ously recognises the region as a 
top golf destination. Portugal’s 
chances of winning the 2018 
Ryder Cup bid have undoubt- 
edly been greatly reduced”, he 
laments. 

On a more positive note, Mr 
Aires beams with pride when re- 
ferring to the fact that two Al- 
garve teams now play in the Por- 
tuguese Super Liga. 

“Having two teams in the Eirst 
Division is very good for pro- 
moting the region, especially on 
an international level. 

Congratulations to both 
Portimonense and Olhanense, 
and we are looking at ways of 
supporting them despite the 
economic crisis we are in.” 

Talking of assisting the clubs 
financially, the ERTA is looking 
at setting the clubs an ultimatum 
that will force them to play at the 
Algarve Stadium or face a cut in 
sponsorship. 

“We have discussed the pos- 
sibility of making our sponsor- 
ship of these two teams depend 
on whether they accept playing 
five games each at the stadium. In 
other words, they will have to 
play their home matches against 
Benfica, EC Porto and Sporting 
at the Algarve Stadium and also 
the two regional derbies between 
Portimonense and Olhanense 
will have to be played at the sta- 
dium”, he warns, accepting that 
the teams could be punished for 
wanting to play their home games 
in Portimao and Olhao. 

“But it makes perfect sense 
that these games are played at the 
Algarve Stadium”. 

Concluding, he speaks of the 
almost two years he has spent at 
the helm of the ERTA. 

“This has been an interesting 
challenge, especially given the 
times we live in, which has made 
it even more stimulating.” 
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Portuguese increasingly averse to 
self-employment - EU study 


The Portuguese show a de- 
creasing tendency to want self- 
employment and are among the 
Europeans most averse to setting 
up an independent business, ac- 
cording to a Eurobarometer study 
released last Eriday. 


The report showed that only 
51 percent of Portuguese pre- 
ferred to be self-employed, a fig- 
ure that has shrunk annually 
since the tally of 7 1 percent in 
2002, but still placing them ahead 
of the EU average of 45 percent. 


The study, carried out last 
December, also showed that only 
four percent of Portuguese 
wanted to open their own busi- 
ness, the lowest EU rank is 
shared by Einland and Italy. 
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Portugal’s 
population registers 
slight growth 

□ A slight growth within Portugal's resident population was registered 
in 2009, when despite the number of deaths being superior to the 
number of births, a boost fromthe immigrant population made upfor 
the imbalance. 


This is a repetition of the de- 
mographic scenario registered in 
2007, according to recently re- 
leased figures. 

In 2007 the number of deaths 
registered in Portugal exceeded 
the number of births, for the first 
time in 90 years. 

The following year, 2008, the 
situation was turned around, but 
last year, 2009, once again, Por- 
tugal experienced more deaths 
than births. 

According to estimates from 
the National Statistics Institute 
(INE) last year the number of 
deaths outweighed births by 
4,945. Two years earlier, in 2007, 
that difference was 1 ,020. 

Therefore, in 2009, 99,491 


women residing in Portugal gave 
birth, a significant drop in com- 
parison to the 104,594 accounted 
for in 2008. 

On the other hand, last year 
1 04,43 6 deaths were registered in 
Portugal, in comparison to the 
104,280 documented the year 
before. 

Due to this the Portuguese 
population continues to be an 
aged one, with the size of the un- 
der- 14 group falling in 2009 to 
make up 15.2 percent of the 
population; the year before itrep- 
resented 15.3 percent of the 
population, and in the year 2000 
1 6 percent of the population was 
aged 14 or under. 

There are currently 118 eld- 


erly Portuguese people for every 
100 youngsters. The proportion 
of citizens at an active age - be- 
tween 15 and 64 - also dimin- 
ished, from 67. 1 percent to 66.9 
percent in 2009. 

However, it is not all bad news 
as the positive migratory rates 
being recorded by immigrants has 
boosted the birth rate somewhat. 
Migration rose by 0.14 percent 
last year, up from 0.09 percent 
in 2008, contributing to a natural 
growth rate of 0.05 percent. 

On December 31®‘, 2009, the 
Portuguese population was 
10,637,7 13 citizens, according to 
estimates by the INE; 5,489,510 
of whom were women and 
5,148,203 men. 


Parliament approves tax-hiking 
austerity package 

The ruling Socialists and main opposition Social Democrats joined forces in parliament 
on Wednesday to approve a second austerity package, including across-the-board tax 
hikes, aimed to speed reduction of Portugal's heavy deficit. 


The plan, which also en- 
shrines a five percent salary cut 
for politicians and public sector 
managers, foresees cutting 
2009’ s 9.4 percent deficit to 7.3 

Saramago's 

'Gospel' 

translated 

into 

Ukrainian 

Portuguese writer Jose 
Saramago's 'The Gospel 
According to Jesus Christ' 
has been published inthe 
Ukraine, publishing 
house Folioannounced 
this week. 

This is the first work by the 
Portuguese Nobel Prize win- 
ning writer to be translated into 
the Ukrainian language. 

‘Gospel’, a retelling of the 
New Testament, is one of 
Saramago’s most controver- 
sial books . It was heavily criti- 
cized by some Catholic read- 
ers after being published in 
Portugal, in 1991. 

The book was translated by 
Victor Shovkun, who has also 
produced Ukrainian versions 
of works by Albert Camus, 
Jorge Luis Borges, Miguel de 
Unamuno and Paulo Coelho, 
among others.

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Spain says no to high-speed rail link delay to Portugal 




Madrid's government will not delay the 
development of a high-speed rail (TGV) link 
to Portugal, and indeed expects to make a 
"decisive push" towards its construction in 
2010, Spanish Development Minister Jose 
Blanco said this week. 


“The Spanish government will 
not stop progress nor delay the 
development of [the TGV] axis 
linking us to Portugal via 
Badajoz”, Minister Blanco told 
LusaNews Agency. “On the con- 
trary, we will give it an important, 
decisive push during this year of 
2010 .” 

“I am aware of the debate in 
Portugal” about postponing ma- 
jorpublicworks, such as the high- 
speed rail network, in order to cut 
down public spending at a time 
of crisis, Blanco added. 

“I don’t want to interfere with 


an internal policy debate, but I be- 
lieve those who want to stop [the 
building of] these infrastructures 
are wrong.” 

Blanco will take part Tuesday 
in an event in Zaragoza with Por- 
tuguese Public Works Minister 
Antonio Mendon^a and French 
Transportation State Secretary 
Dominique Bussereau, which 
will include the signing of a pro- 
visional deal asking the European 
Union to assign priority status to 
the high-speed rail links connect- 
ing Portugal, Spain and France. 
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National holidays 
cost 07 million each 

■ Portugal's 14national holidays-which is 
three more than the average number of 
national days of rest in most other ED 
countries-are calculated to cost an 
estimated €37 million each, setting the 
nation back by some€1 1 1 million peryear. 
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Every year around €1 1 1 mil- 
lion is lost in direct spending 
when the population takes a day 
off, shops close, and services 
grind to a halt. 

This was calculated by Luis 
Bento, a professor of Human 
Resources at the School of 
Business and Management, 
part of Lisbon’s Autonomous 
University (UAL). Therefore, 
in the expert’s opinion, the 
three days extra should be re- 
moved from the calendar as 
national holidays, a theory also 
supported by independent So- 
cialist MPs, Maria do Rosario 
Cameiro and Teresa Venda. 

Added to the national holi- 
days are many of what the na- 
tion calls ‘ bridges ’ , that prolong 
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a Thursday national holiday 
into a long weekend by mak- 
ing the Friday an extension of 
the previous day. 

Between national holidays 
and bridges, the Portuguese 
nation takes off a total of 22 
days, not including annual 
holidays. 

There are professionals 
who say, to avoid ‘bridges’, 
national holidays should be 
moved on to the day of the 
week closest to the weekend- 
a Friday or a Monday. 

While such a swap has been 
pencilled in to Portugal’ s exist- 
ing Work Code, it has not yet 
been officially implemented. 

In other countries where such 
amle has been implemented, the 
only national holidays to remain 
unaffected are Christmas and 
the New Year. 

However, if to some national 
holidays equal a lack of produc- 
tivity and revenue, to others 
they are a welcome break. 

Another specialist on the 
matter, Luisa Oliveira, warned 
about the negative impact that 
eradicating a national holiday 
could have on workers’ moti- 
vation. 

“Eliminating holidays and 
breaking a long-standing work- 
ers’ traditionis, asageneralrule, 
perceived by the large maj ority 
of workers as a sort of punish- 
ment, and that could result in a 
certain demotivation”, she ex- 
plained. 

PS MPs have proposed elimi- 
nating the national holidays of 
Corpus Christi, which falls on 
June October 5th (Day of the 

Republic, which celebrates the 
end of the monarchy), Novem- 
ber 1st (All Saint’s Day), and 
December 1st (Restoration of 
Independence Day). 
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President urges holidaymakers to stay at home this summer to fight defieit 


President Cavaeo Silva has this 
weekurged the Portuguese to forgo 
vaeations abroad as a way to help 
the eountry exit from eeonomie 
erisis andreduee its defieit. 

“Vaeations spent abroad are 
imports and inerease Portugal’s 
foreign debt”, Cavaeo Silva said 
on Sunday during a visit to the 
eentral eity of Santarem, reiter- 
ating an earlier eall made in the 
Algarve. 

As head of state, he said he 
eould not help but “worry about 
the preservation of jobs” in the 
eountry where the tourism see- 
tor is a major employer. 


“I know very well what I’m 
talking about beeause I know the 
numbers”, Cavaeo Silva, an 
eeonomist by training, said. 

The president reiterated his 
appeal in Santarem after being 
questioned about Eeonomy Min- 
ister Jose Vieira da Silva’s reae- 
tion to his earlier eall. 

The minister, in Shanghai to 
mark Portugal Day at Expo20 1 0, 
said he understood the presi- 
dent’s appeal, but hoped foreign 
leaders would not issue similar 
ealls at the risk of endangering 
tourism in Portugal.

Portuguese sacrifice 
long weekends for 
longer holidays 

A new trend is emerging within the nation whereby it is 
choosingto forgo long weekendsand national holidays 
away from home in order to save financial resources to 
invest in main annual holidays, according to the 
Portuguese Tourism Confederation (CTP). 


“Many Portuguese will still 
make the most of long weekends 
but these will probably be 
fewer than usual. There is a 
growing tendeney for people to 
opt for eheaper aeeommoda- 
tion or stay with friends and 
family, eating at home, to spend 
less money”, said Jorge Anibal 
Catarino, General Seeretary of 
the CTP. 


Aeeording to the eonfedera- 
tion, the Portuguese are eurtail- 
ing the number of holidays they 
take to eoneentrate all their time 
and money on their main annual 
holidays, preferring to stay at 
home over long weekends and on 
national holidays. 

Families and eompanies are 
exereising “greater prudenee” 
when booking holidays and trav- 



elling in general, aeeompanied by 
a “bigger serutiny” of what is on 
offer. 

It is believed that this emerg- 
ing trend has been triggered by 
the tightening of belts due to the 
eeonomie erisis. 

“This year we have noted a 
shortening of the vaeation pe- 
riod, apreferenee for aeeommo- 
dation of lower-rated eategories. 


and bigger pressure onpriees as 
families are inereasingly worried 
about the overall priee of a holi- 
day, leading them to make euts 
in areas sueh as entertainment 
and eating out”, Jorge Anibal 
Catarino explained. 

In similarity to fellow Euro- 
peans, the Portuguese are opt- 
ing to spend their vaeations 
nearer to home or with smaller 


groups. 

The eonfederation said it 
would be “very diffieult” to pre- 
diet how the rest of the year, or 
even the summer period, will 
perform, given that lots of tour- 
ists are putting off making holi- 
day reservations. 

Latest figures from Portugal’ s 
National Statisties Institute 
(INE) showed that in Mareh this 


year, nationally, the hotel trade 
registered some 926,500 guests 
and 2.5 million nights spent in 
hotels in Portugal. This means an 
inerease of 3. 6 and 2.7 pereent, 
respeetively, in eomparison to 
Mareh 2009. 

The maj ority (around 3 0 per- 
eent) of those tourists opted to 
stay in three-star aeeommoda- 
tion.

Tommy Broad Jones Sousa dos Santos, 27, and Diego Dias, 20, were this 

week found guilty of manslaughter by a Portimao court 
and each handed sentences of 14.5 years for murdering 
Irish tourist Paul Houston late lastyear. In addition, they 
were each ordered to pay the victim's wife €40,000. 


Two Brazilian men accused of 
killing Paul Houston, 5 1 , in Alvor 
on September b*** were handed 
close to the maximum sentence 
by judge Alda Casimiro on Tues- 
day, June 7“'. 

Given the severity of the 
crime, and the violence applied 


by both criminals, the judge 
found this case in particular was 
at the limit of manslaughter and 
bordered on murder, the reason 
why both men received close to 
the 1 6 year maximum sentence. 

“You both consciously acted 
to harm the victim” said the judge 


during the sentencing, adding that 
the “assault was proven, but no 
confession was made”, which in 
turn aggravated their final sen- 
tence. 

Despite Jones Sousa dos 
Santos admitting to having had a 
physical confrontation with the 


victim, he told the court he did not 
know he had killed the Irish tour- 
ist at the time and only found out 
days later when he read about it 
in the papers. 

The second defendant, Diego 
Dias, was of little help through- 
out proceedings, claiming he was 
“too drunk” to remember a great 
part of the night. 

A last minute change of testi- 
mony from one of the witnesses 
in a previous hearing, who came 
forward to say he had lied in his 
initial testimony, was not ac- 
cepted by the judge as she consid- 
ered there were inconsistencies in 
his version of the facts, such as 
claiming that Diego Dias was so 
drunk that he could not even walk. 

The judge found this hard to 
believe as the defendant had man- 
aged to walk down to the riverside, 
committhe crime, andretumto the 
bar area without any assistance. 

This claim was also disproved 
by the barman, who said that 
both Brazilian men left the Borala 


The mother of a 23-year-old 
man who died in Oporto six 
years ago, after being attacked 
by two security guards in a seem- 
ingly unprovoked assault, has 
this week announced her inten- 
tion to hold a protest in front of 
Oporto’s Institute of Legal 
Medicine. 

By holding the protest, 
planned for June 28‘^, the mother 
intends to show her “anger” re- 
garding what she considers to be 
the “inefficiency of Portuguese 
justice”. 

Diogo Koehler died following 
an altercation with two security 
guards. The incident took place 
on the morning of July 25“', 2004, 
when Mr. Koehler was walking 
out of a confectioner’s shop. He 
was violently beaten around the 
head, kicked and punched, and 
subsequently died from his in- 
juries in Oporto’s Santo 
Antonio Hospital. 

The assailants fled from the 
authorities but turned them- 
selves in to the police three days 
later. 

An autopsy carried out in the 
wake of the incident showed that 
he had died from a brain aneu- 
rism. Following his trial, the 
court concluded that it was not 
possible to prove an intention to 
kill, and convicted the assailants 


bar with Paul Houston in a nor- 
mal state, not extremely drunk. 

Nicholas Edwards, an eye wit- 
ness who lives on ariverside boat, 
was also vital for this case as he 
proved the run of events correctly, 
confirming the malicious intent of 
both individuals. 

Reading the verdict, judge Alda 
Casimiro said “The lack of re- 
morse shown by both of you is 
fundamental in this sentencing. 
Neither of you wanted to take the 
blame completely.” 

Diego Dias could have re- 
ceived a lighter sentence due to 
his age, but “for not confessing, 
Diego will not be receiving any 
special attention for young peo- 
ple” said the judge, just before 
givingthe 14.5 year jail sentence 
to both criminals. 

In a statement handed to The 
Portugal News immediately af- 
ter the sentencing, the Houston 
family said: “The family and 
friends of Paul Houston who 
have suffered almost unspeak- 


of grievous bodily harm and neg- 
ligence that resulted in the death. 

One of the defendants was 
absolved and the other sen- 
tenced to three years in prison, 
suspended for four years. 

Since the trial Mr. Koehler’s 


able grief since his brutal and un- 
timely death take some comfort 
from the fact that Justice has been 
delivered and that the individu- 
als responsible have been re- 
moved from mainstream society 
for the foreseeable future”. 

The statement continued by 
thanking “Portuguese police and 
the country’s justice system for 
their professionalism and par- 
ticularly the manner in which 
they at all times showed great 
respect and compassion for 
Paul’s family.” 

The family also said they saw 
this week’ s verdict as an “impor- 
tant stage in the healing process 
that follows on from events such 
as these. We do not intend that 
bitterness or regret will become a 
majorpartof our lives andinstead 
will lookto Christian forgiveness 
as we continue to celebrate Paul’ s 
remarkable life through the many 
happy memories, stories and 
laughterwe shared with him over 
the years.”

Sitio do Peral 
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Portugal’s first 
gaynewlyweds 
vow to fight for 
parentingrights 

A lesbian couple who have become 
Portugal's first same-sex couple to wed in an 
official ceremony, since the passing of the 
law allowing gay marriage last month, have 
now vowed that the next step intheirfight 
for equality will be to tackle parenting 
rights, includingthe issue of adoption by 
same-sex couples. 




Teresa Pires and Helena 
Paixao, both divoreed mothers in 
their 30s and who have been to- 
gether for seven years, married on 
Monday this week in a 15- 
minute eeremony at a Lisbon reg- 
istry offiee. 

“The next fight is for equal 
rights in areas sueh as parenting, 
but not just regarding adoption”, 
Teresa Pires told journalists as 
the newlywed eouple left the Lis- 
bonregistrar’s office. 

The couple’s lawyer, Luis 
Rodrigues, who for several years 
has assisted their fight for the 
right to marry, stressed that the 
current law, by not allowing 
adoption, is unconstitutional. 

“There is just one right that is 
left out at the moment”, he said, 
adding that in his opinion homo- 
sexual couples should have the 
same rights of parenting as het- 
erosexual couples, including, for 
example, medically-aided pro- 
creation. 

This week Teresa, 33, and 
Helena, 40, made history by be- 
coming Portugal’ s first same-sex 
couple to legally wed. 

The women, who will take 
each others’ lastnames, claim that 
this week “their dream came 
true” after years of campaigning 
and fighting. 

Around 3 0 people, representa- 
tives of various homosexual 
rights association and campaign- 
ers, erupted into applause as the 
Registry Office clerk legalised 
their union. 

The women’s two daughters, 
from previous heterosexual rela- 
tionships, were also present at 
the ceremony, which lasted less 
than half an hour. 

Teresa and her partner Helena 
Paixao became well-known in 
Portugal by becoming the first 
lesbian couple to try to marry. At 
the time Portugal did not allow 
same-sex unions. Teresa and 
Helena first applied to be married 
inFebruary 2006, arequest which 
was denied. They submitted a 
second application after the 
same-sex marriage law was 


passed in Portugal on May 1 7* 
this year. 

In January this year the cou- 
ple made an appearance on televi- 
sion during the Parliamentary 
debates regarding homosexual 
marriage. In March they spoke 
out against the discrimination 
they had suffered since their sexu- 
ality became public. 

“From then onwards society 
started to look at us differently 
and we haven’t stopped having 
to move house and even move 
location”, Teresa said at the time. 

The family had been living in 
Paredes de Coura for two years 
before being served with an “un- 
expected” eviction notice that 
they believe was issued on the 
basis they are ahomosexual cou- 
ple. 

Teresa added, “Our landlady 
called us immediately and intimi- 
dated us into moving out before 
the end of that month. Is that any- 
thing but preconception or dis- 
crimination?” 

As well as Portugal, marriage 
between homosexuals is permit- 
ted in Holland, Belgium, Spain 
and Canada, as well as in the state 
of Massachusetts, USA. 

MostNordic countries as well 
as the UK have created a parallel 
system that concedes equal rights 
to same-sex couples as to couples 
of different sexes, but without 
using the designation ‘marriage’ . 

South Africa is one of few 
countries in the world with the 
exception of Portugal whose 
constitution “explicitly forbids” 
the discrimination of individuals 
based on sexual orientation. The 
South African Constitutional 
Courts forced parliament to 
change its Code of Civil Conduct, 
which also only allowed marriage 
between people of different 
sexes.

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Primary school shut-down 
commences in Coimbra 


Between January and May this year five fewer 
people died in road-related accidents than during 
the same period of 2009, according to the 
National Authority for Road Safety. 


Portugal’s road-death toll still dropping 


During the first five months of 
this year 264 people lost their 
lives in a traffic accident, five 
fewer than during the same 
months of last year; a reduction 
of 1 . 8 percent on the death toll of 
last year. 

The statistics are based on re- 
ports from both the GNR and 
PSP police forces and relate to 
deaths at the scene of the accident 
or en-route to the hospital. 

F or the first time, victims who 
were involved in an accident but 
who died in hospital up to 30 
days after the incident have also 
been counted, from January 
this year. 

These figures have not yet 
been published and are due to be 
released in July. 


According to ANSR the dis- 
trict of Lisbonregisteredthe high- 
est number of road-deaths, 44, 
during the first five months of 
2010. Lisbon was followed by 
Oporto (37) and Aveiro (26). 

Vila Real, Guarda and 
Portalegre, registered the fewest 
deaths, with three and four fatali- 
ties, over five months, respec- 
tively. Furthermore the number 
of citizens suffering serious inju- 
ries on Portugal’s roads also fell 
by 8.7 percent in comparison to 
the first five months of 2009. 

During that period this year 
920 people were seriously in- 
jured following an accident. 

These latest statistics do not 
include data from Madeira or the 
Azores. 


Following confirmation last 
week the Government is to gradu- 
ally close down some 500 primary 
schools that have fewer than 2 1 
pupils, this week the first sug- 
gested closures have been an- 
nounced; two primary schools 
and apre-school establishment in 
Condeixa-a-Nova. 

Condeixa-a-Nova’s local 
T own Hall confirmed it is consid- 
ering the closure of two primary 
schools before the start of the next 
school year, both of which have 
fewer than 21 pupils. 

Reportedly, the local Mayor 
said “they can close them all”, 
when asked about the looming 
primary school shut down, at- 
tributing his lack of concern to 
the high quality of Condeixa-a- 
Nova’snew ‘Central School’. 

One closure has been con- 
firmed, that of the Bruscos pri- 
mary school, and another is pre- 
dicted for a primary school in 
Avenal, Sebal, given the low 
number of enrolments, according 
to local vice-mayor and council- 
lor for Education, Margarida 
Guedes. 

While the closure of the Avenal 
school “is still in discussion and 
has not yet been confirmed by 
the Central Region’s Education 
Board (DREC), it is expected to 
close because only 1 8 or 1 9 chil- 
dren have been enrolled”, she 
said. 

A third establishment, a pre- 
school centre in Eira-Pedrinha, 
Condeixa-a-Velha, is also ex- 


pected to shut its doors due to the 
lack of pupils. The children af- 
fected by the closure will be 
transferred to the local Central 
School, which was opened last 
year and has a capacity for 350 
primary school pupils and 80 
pre-school age children. 

The centre is equipped with 
state of-the-art technology, in- 
cluding interactive panels and a 
video-projector. 

“We have a good central 
school, which can accommodate 
the entire county, and all children 
will benefit as they will have bet- 
ter learning conditions, therefore 
it is right to close the other 
schools”, said the local Mayor, 
Jorge Bento. 

Of the establishments that are 
set to close in that area, the one 
furthest from the Central School 
is eight kilometres away, the 
Mayor explained, stressing that 
it was a “very small county”. 

He said that the Town Hall 
would ensure the transport to the 
Central School. 

“I am almost tempted to say 
that they can come and close all 
primary schools in our county. 
We are not only in agreement with 
the [Ministry’s] decision, but we 
adhere to it with full conviction”, 
he said. 

But, Mayor Bento concluded 
‘ ‘Evidently there are political ques- 
tions involved, and many times 
parishhalls are not in agreement”. 

It was announced last week 
that as of September around 500 


primary schools with fewer than 
20 pupils will gradually closed 
down as part of a Governmental 
school network reorganisation 
plan. This will coincide with the 
beginning of the new school year. 

Provisional figures were an- 
nounced this week by the State 
secretary for Education, Joao 
Mata, following a Parliamentary 
hearing, during which the key 
rules for the school network re- 
shuffle were approved. 

“Initially, around 55 schools 
will not open this September”, 
Joao Mata told journalists, 
stressing that the definite num- 
bers would be confirmed on June 
15A 

He explained that only schools 
without minimum conditions 
would be shut down. 

Joao Mata guaranteed that 
“pupils will only be disrupted if 
they can be sent to schools with 
better teaching and learning con- 
ditions to guarantee equality and 
opportunities”. 

Other conditions that the 
Government determines as essen- 
tial for a school remaining open 
are the existence of a “canteen, IT 
rooms, and rooms for teaching 


Mobile phones unblocked for free 

Mobile phone users will now be able to unblock their phones for free at 
the end of their contract with their service providers, according to a 
legislation imposed on June Tl 


Mobile phone providers are 
nowprohibitedto charge custom- 
ers for mobile phone unblocking 
services when their contract ex- 
pires, and limits have also been 
set on prices charged for unblock- 
ing whilst the contract is still in 

English and music”. 

In total there are currently 
3,200 primary schools, of which 
600 have less than 20 pupils. 

In present-day Portugal there 
are approximately 470,000 chil- 
dren currently in primary school. 
It is estimated that this measure 
will affect some 1 0,000 primary- 
school students.

During the contract period, 
mobile phone providers cannot 
charge values superior to the full 
cost of the equipment in the first 
six months of the contract, de- 
ducted from the value already 
paid by the customer. 

After six months, the price 
charged for the unblocking can- 
not exceed 80% of the cost of the 
mobilephone, and, in the lastyear 
of the contract, only up to 50% 
of the cost of the phone can be 
charged. 

Contracts have a maximum 
length of 24 months. If there is no 
defined period for a contract. 


mobile phone operators cannot 
charge a value superior to the dif- 
ference between the cost of the 
equipment and the money paid 
by the customer throughout the 
contract, to unblock the phone. 

Companies are also obliged to 
supply this service within five 
days of a request being made. 

This new legislation is a vic- 
tory for Consumer Rights W atch- 
dog DECO, which considered 
that mobile phone operators did 
not have legal reasons to oblige 
customers to stay in a network 
against their will, or demand a 
payment to be able to change net- 
works.

Portuguese Economy Minis- 
ter Jose Vieira da Silva replied to 
European Commission com- 
ments about the need for struc- 
tural reforms, arguing that Portu- 
gal has “deeply transformed” its 
pension system, and that the re- 
form “is working”. 

European Commissioner for 


Economic and Monetary Affairs 
Olli Rehn had said on Monday 
that Portugal and Spain have pre- 
pared “substantial structural re- 
forms”, but “more needs to be 
done”, in terms of “labour mar- 
kets and pension systems”. 

Speaking in Shanghai, where he 
was taking part in a international 


forum on development, Vieira da 
Silva said “data shows Portugal is 
the second best nation in Europe 
in terms of future budgetary pres- 
sures in [the pension funds] area”. 

“This reform, from the stand- 
point of public finances, is work- 
ing and will continue to work”, he 
concluded. 


Woes of the Euro Zone: Can 
Portugal be far behind?

The markets are jittery that the late-hour financial rescue package for Greece is a 
harbinger of more bad news out of Europe. Atthe heart of the crisis is a basic 
weakness of the European Union which markets see as a conglomeration of diverse 
countries held together by nothing more than a single currency. If the crisis spreads 
through contagion, there is a real dangerthatthe single-currency glue can no longer 
holdthe membershiptogether. As the Managing Director of the IMF recentlytold 
the European Parliament "The crisis has shown you can't have a common currency 
without having a more coordinated economic policy". 


We can expect the Union to 
come under increasing strain if 
weaker members, with their 
larger fiscal deficits, mounting 
external debts, and lack of com- 
petitiveness, do not mend their 
ways in the interest of the col- 
lective membership. Thus while 
the financial rescue for Greece 
may temporarily cauterize the 
loss of confidence in the EU, the 
larger issue, involving this fun- 
damental disconnect between 
monetary discipline and fiscal 
profligacy, remains unresolved 
and hangs over the EU like the 
sword of Damocles. 

Can the membership cast 
aside its cultural, political, and 
economic differences in the 
larger interest? That’s a tough 
call because old habits die hard. 
That explains why members of 
the Union do not seem particu- 
larly willing or able to relinquish 
their fiscal sovereignty as that 
would involve changing long- 
standing behavior and expecta- 
tions in those countries. 

As the EU ponders its policy 
alternatives, the markets are 
looking nervously at Portugal 
which is one of its most indebted 
members. The build-up of nega- 
tive sentiments against the Euro 
zone is reflected in renewed 
pressure against the Euro vis-a- 
vis the U.S. dollar and in rising 
Portuguese government bond 
yields. 

The country had a large fiscal 
deficit of around 8 percent of 
GDP in 2009 and the gap is 
likely to increase further this 
yearto 8.6 percent. Reminiscent 
of the Greek crisis, the IMF has 
recommended that Portugal 
raise VAT revenues and cut the 
public wage bill and social wel- 
fare expenditures. 

The government has started 


to cut its fiscal deficit. However, 
as the economy is already very 
weak and unemployment levels 
are high, serious policy measures 
to close the gap will probably be 
back-loaded pending a firmer 
foundation to economic growth. 
Otherwise, there is a distinct 
possibility that fiscal tightening 
will nip any nascent recovery in 
the bud. In the meantime, low 
labor productivity due to weak 
competitiveness and heavily in- 
debted households are exacerbat- 
ing market sentiments against the 
country’s long-run solvency. 

Non-performing loans are ris- 
ing as domestic banks become 
more vulnerable to default in the 
wake of increasing consumer and 
corporate debt. Research at Glo- 
bal Financial Integrity (GFI), a 
research and advocacy group in 
Washington DC, confirms that 
deteriorating economic condi- 
tions have been fueling massive 
illicit flows from Portugal over 
several years. 

Flow of funds analysis, which 
looks at a country’s source of 
funds against its recorded use, 
show that Portugal lost a total of 
about US$ 1 38 billionthrough il- 
licit transfers over a five-year 
period ending 2009. Apart from 
such balance of payments leak- 
ages, model estimates based on 
IMF’s Direction of Trade Statis- 
tics indicate that Portuguese trad- 
ers also over-invoiced exports 
(probably to gain VAT refunds) 
and under-invoiced imports (to 
evade duties or VAT on im- 
ports). 

The government lost signifi- 
cant revenues during this period 
as a result of the criminal falsifi- 
cation of customs declarations 
which shiftedUS$75 billionillic- 
itly into the country. The IMF’s 
call to raise VAT revenues may 


lead to more evasion if the in- 
crease in VAT rates are not ac- 
companied by customs reform 
and economy-wide improve- 
ments in governance. 

Under the traditional method 
of analyzing capital flight, 
economists would net out illicit 
inflows from outflows and es- 
timate that Portugal lost an es- 
timatedUS$63 billion in illegal 
capital flight, even though the 
government could not have 
taxed the unrecorded inflows of 
capital. In contrast, by setting 
illicit inflows through trade 
mispricing to zero, the GFI 
method estimates that Portugal 
lost US$ 138 billion or an aver- 
age ofUS$27.6 billion per year 
in that five-year period — a loss 
of much needed capital that can 
be linked directly to Portugal’s 
difficult financial situation. 

Regardless of methodology, 
the Portuguese case illustrates 
the “revolving door effect” be- 
tween debt and illicit outflows 
in that new loans merely fi- 
nanced illegal capital flight from 
the country. Such a loss of capi- 
tal could only have acted to 
weaken the country’s capacity 
to meet upcoming financial ob- 
ligations. However, there is a 
silver lining in the gathering 
cloud over Lisbon — measures 
to curtail illicit financial flows 
also strengthen the country’s 
capacity to service external ob- 
ligations. The coincidence of 
policies does not mean that the 
policies wouldbe easy to imple- 
ment but rather that Portugal 
needs to make a clean break with 
the past in order to restore mar- 
ket confidence.

Communists want 
to tax stock trades, 
luxury goods 

The Portuguese Communist Party (PCP) has failed in its bid 
to fightthenation'sfiscalcrisisandto"bringfiscal justice" 
with a package of measures includingthetaxation of stock 
market operations and luxury goods. Communist 
parliament whip Bernardino Soares said last week. 


The Communists - fifth larg- 
est political party in Portugal’s 
parliament - saw a proposal con- 
taining a package including, 
among other measures, a 0.1% 
tax on every stock market trade; 
a 20% tax on money transfers to 
offshore accounts; and a tempo- 
rary tax, through 2013, on 
“luxury goods” including cars 
valued over €100,000, private 
airplanes and yachts, rejected by 
parliament on Wednesday. 


“Altogether, on a low estimate 
and not counting the luxury 
goods taxation, this would rep- 
resent ayearly gain of€3 billion” 
(for the Portuguese state), Soares 
said. 

Portugal’s two main parties - 
the centre-left Socialists, in 
power, and the centre-right So- 
cial-democrats - have recently 
agreed on a slate of measures to 
contain the country’s ongoing 
financial crisis. TPN/Lusa 
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New central bank governor lays down 
priorities ■ 


Portugal must urgently show "financial agents in foreign markets that the current paths of 
indebtedness are sustainable", the new Bank of Portugal governor Carlos Costa said this week at his 
swearing-in ceremony. 


“In order to do so, [Portugal’s] 
needs for external fmaneing must 
be adjusted gradually but reso- 
lutely”, added Costa, a former 
viee-president of the European 
Investment Bank. 

“For the Portuguese eeonomy 
to grow, it is now beyond dispute 
that the pub lie defied must be eut 
eonsistently and eredibly, that 
private savings must grow and 
that exports mustrise”, Costa said. 

Mr Costa is taking over at the 
eentral bank from Vitor 


Constaneio, who aeeepted a viee- 
president position at the Euro- 
pean Central Bank. 

Also at the swearing-in eer- 
emony, Antonio de Sousa, presi- 
dent of the Portuguese Banking 
Assoeiation, said: “It is impos- 
sible to tell when [the eurrent eri- 
sis] will end, or even when it will 
improve.” He added: “Everyone 
wishes that, with eonfidenee, and 
that’s what the markets usually 
need, [the erisis] will gradually 
abate.” TPN/Lusa 


Car sales increase 
significantly 


After two years of erisis in the 
automotive seetor, new ear sales 
have pieked up eonsiderably in 
the first five months of this year, 
with the Portuguese Automotive 
Assoeiation having registered a 
47.5% inerease eompared to 
2009. 

In May this year, 23,613 new 
vehieles were sold, with passen- 
ger vehieles sales inereasing 
46.7% andeommereials 30.5%, 
in eomparison to 2009. Only 
truek sales registered a drop in 
sales, of 11.7%. 

The Portuguese Automotive 
Assoeiation (ACAP) explained 


that the only reason these in- 
ereases are so impressive is due to 
the poor figures registered in 
2009, whieh were the worst in the 
past two deeades in terms of sales. 

Also eontributing to the posi- 
tive figures are the rent-a-ear and 
fleet eompanies, with many hav- 
ing renewed their vehieles. 

The VAT inerease, whieh will 
be enforeed on July P‘, is also 
thought to be an important fae- 
tor for the steep inerease in sales. 

In the first five months of 20 1 0, 
atotal of 108,401 new ears were 
sold, 47 .5% more than during the 
same period of 2009. 



Portugal in EU court over 
discriminatory tax provisions 


The European Commission 
has referred Portugal and two 
other EU member states to the 
European Court of Justiee over 
diseriminatory tax provisions, 
due to their failure to eomply 
with reasoned opinions issued by 
the Commission. 

Aeeording to the EU, Portu- 
guese tax rules may in eertain 
eases lead to higher taxation of 
dividend payments to foreign 
eompanies (outbound divi- 
dends) than dividend payments 


to domestie eompanies (domes- 
tie dividends). 

While the legislation provides 
for no or only very low taxation 
of domestie ciividends, outbound 
dividends are subjeet to with- 
holding taxes up to 20 pereent. 

The Commission eonsiders 
that these rules restriet both the 
free movement of eapital and the 
freedom of establishment. 

In the Denkavit ruling of 14 
Deeember2006(CaseC-170/05) 
the Court eonflrmed the prinei- 


ple that outbound dividends ean- 
notbe subjeet to higher taxation 
in the souree State than domestie 
dividends. 

However, aeeording to this 
ruling, it may be relevant to take 
into aeeount whether the State 
of residenee of the parent eom- 
pany gives a tax eredit for the 
withholding tax levied by the 
souree State. The Commission 
will take this ruling into aeeount 
when drafting the applieations 
to the Court.

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Fire leaves 
over fifty 
homeless 



Afireonthe roof of a pension in Lisbon, on 
Palma Street, near Martim Moniz, has left 
over fifty people without a home, 
accordingtothe Municipal Civil Protection 
authority. 


The director of Civil Protec- 
tion told Lusa news agency that 
“the pension had forty rooms 
that were occupied but some of 
them had more than one person 
sleeping there, we do not know 
the exact number of affected 
people” said Vitor Vieira. The 
Santa Justa parish is working 
hand in hand with Santa Casa da 
Misericordia to provide shelter 
for the people who have been left 
homeless. 

Most of the occupants did not 
have time to take their belongings 


and are devastated: “I only had 
time to run out and I came out with 
nothing, I left everything I had 
there” said Laudiceia Lucas, who 
resided in the pension. 

According to the fire fighters, 
the fire only damaged the roof of 
the building and did not spread to 
lower floors or adjacent buildings, 
claiming no victims. 

The fire was put out with the 
efforts of fifty fire fighters and 
fifteen trucks, accompanied by 
the PSP and Emergency Medical 
Teams. 


Thousands of people flock 
to car-free marginal 

Around 40,000 people flocked to Lisbon's Marginal 
Avenue on Sunday as the 10-kilometre road, one of the 
city's main arteries, notoriousfor its congestion, was 
closed off to vehicles so pedestrianscould enjoyfume- 
free exercise. 


Without its usual heavy traf- 
fic the Marginal provided a safe, 
clean leisure area for thousands 
of Sunday sunshine seekers. 
Where cars usually circulated 
there were hoards of roller- 
bladers, skate-boarders, cy- 
clists and pedestrians. 

Known for its daily traffic 
jams, this weekend the Marginal 
was eerily car- free after access 


was cut off between Praia da 
Torre and Alges, a stretch of 
nearly 10 kilometres. 

‘Mexa-se na Marginal’ (or 
‘Move on the Marginal’, as it 
translates to) is a yearly event 
organised by Oeiras T own Hall. 
It has beenheld since 2000, with 
a main aim of promoting exercise 
and encouraging the population 
to enjoy the outdoors. 


Portugal on Parade 


In the USA, most people 
would rather be caught reading 
Playboy than the AARP Maga- 
zine. AARP used to stand for 
The American Association of 
Retired People. Recently they 
have rebranded their organiza- 
tion and avoid the “Retired” 
label as some people don’t like 
the stigma that goes with the 
word. (I confess to being one 
of them.) While many maga- 
zines worldwide are faltering in 
readership and subscription, 
this one is thriving.

I seemed relaxed when I met 
the team: one photographer, one 
logistics assistant and the pho- 
tographer’s wife. The truth is that 
days of anxiety preceded their 
visit.

Sao Jorge castle entrance fee 
escalates sharply 

Entrance fees to the Sao Jorge castle, in Lisbon, increased by 40 percent last 
week, reaching €7. The administrator of the castle says the steep hike in prices 
charged isdueto new offerings from the iconic landmark. 


In 2004, people visiting the 
Sao Jorge castle had to pay €3, 
increasing to €5 two years later. 
Now, as of last week, visitors 
must pay €7, with Lisbon resi- 
dents and children under ten 
years of age being exempt. 
School groups, students, pen- 
sioners, families and handi- 
capped people receive special 
discounts. 

The recent increase in en- 
trance fees was not publicly an- 
nounced, and sparked protest 
from Lisbon’s CDU political 
party, which is complaining 
about a “lack of democratic pub- 
lic debate” on the matter and ac- 


cusing the council of wanting to 
profit from cultural activities. 
The political party says that 
exemption from payment of the 
entrance fee should be extended 
to all residents in Portugal. 

According to recent figures, 
around one million people visit 
the Sao Jorge castle every year, 
95% of whom are foreigners. 

Paulo Braga, administrator of 
the castle, has admitted that the 
hike in prices is substantial, but 
says prices had not increased in 
along time. 

He justifies the increase with 
the castle’s new archeological 
centre and museum, as well as 


new tariffs for national monu- 
ments: “It wouldn’t make sense 
for the castle to have a price be- 
low those charged at other 
monuments” said Paulo Braga. 


'Pay 10 Pass 12' 
card 

Metropolitan public trans- 
port company Carris is to 
launch a new bus pass that al- 
lows passengers to travel 12 
months for the price of ten. 

The new ‘Pague 10 e Passe 
12’ card will be launched in 
July, confirmed Silva 
Rodrigues, president of Carris. 

Silva Rodrigues told Lusa 
News Agency that the new pass 
will be available as of July and 
will be accepted on all Carris 
networks, in and out of Lisbon.

Algarve spends €6 mi ll ion on sand to 
boost beaches 


The Algarve is undertaking the largest artificial refilling of beaches in recent memory, resorting to private and 
communitary funds to make up the €6 million neededforthesand, with Vale do Lobo first in line to receive a boost. 


Vale do Lobo, Dunas 
Douradas and Vale do Garrao, 
Forte N o vo, Almargem and Louie 
Velho are the six beaches to ben- 
efit from the refill, which will 
entail more than one million cu- 
bic metres of sand and will be 
ongoing throughout summer, 
taking until the end of this year 
to complete. 

The artificial refill will use sand 
that is sucked from the seabed, 
pumped via six stations posi- 
tioned along a five-kilometre 


stretch of coast, and is the biggest 
ever to date to take place in the 
Algarve. 

“This operation entails the 
dredging of more than 1 ,250,000 
cubic metres of sand. The second 
largest operation of the kind was 
carried out in the 1 960s on Praia 
da Rocha (Portimao) which in- 
volved 900,000 cubic metres of 
sand”, explained a source from 
the Algarve Regional 
Hydrographical Board (ARH). 

According to the ARH, which 


is overseeing the project, the work 
will be carried out by Danish 
company Rohde Nielsen A/S. 
Two dredgers will suck sand from 
the bottom of the sea. It will then 
be distributed on the dunes, 
transported via an extendable 
tube system. 

The intervention has already 
commenced on the beaches of 
Vale do Lobo and Dunas 
Douradas, and is being partially 
financed by the V ale do Lobo re- 
sort, which will foot 30 percent 


of the bill. Communitarian funds 
will pay for the remaining 70 per- 
cent. 

Experts have warned that 
while this intervention is neces- 
sary, it is also temporary. 

University Professor Alveirinho 
Dias, a specialist in Coastal ar- 
eas , said “S and needs to be replen- 
ished on the beaches but we must 
not forget that these interventions 
will not solve the problem.

Algarve hotels 
maintain occupancy 
rates 


The Algarve hotels registered an 
average occupation rate of 56.2% in 
May this year, the same as in 2009, 
according to AHETA (Algarve Hotels 
and Tourist Resorts Association). 
However, revenue dropped 9.5%, 


The AHETA registered 
drops of occupancy rates in 
some areas of the Algarve, such 
as Lagos/Sagres (down 8 . 6 %) 
and Tavira (5.8%), but 
V ilamoura/ Quarteira/ Quinta do 
Lago brought the average back 
up with increases of 16.4%, 
making it the area of the Algarve 
with the highest occupancy 
rates (66.3%). The lowest per- 
centage was in Carvoeiro/ 
Arma^ao de Pera, with only a 
34.4% occupancy rate. 

In categories, three and two 


star tourism resorts and apart- 
ments dropped 15.2% in occu- 
pancy, as well as two- star ho- 
tels and aparthotels ( 11 . 6 % 
down). 

Five and four star resorts and 
apartments registered the big- 
gest increase in occupancy 
(- 1 - 21 . 8 %), followed by five star 
hotels (-^18.4%). 

British tourists dropped 
8 . 8 % relative to last year, with 
Portuguese (- 1 - 6 . 1 %) and Dutch 
(18.1%) tourists increasing 
their presence in the region. 


Large natural gas 
reserves in the 


Algarve 

The administrator of oil com- 
pany Partex this week criticised 
the Government for its lack of 
action in the exploration of natu- 
ral gas in the Algarve, a region 
with enough natural gas to cover 
Portugal’ s internal consumption 
for fifteen years it is estimated. 

Antonio Costa spoke during 
the “Prospecting and explora- 
tion of natural gas in the deep 
waters of Algarve’s coast: the 
energy, economic and environ- 
mental perspectives”, which 
took place in Louie this week. 

“Since 2002, when the public 
tender ended, Repsol submitted 
their project, it is an open inter- 
national tender, Repsol won and 
today we are in 2010 if I am not 
mistaken” said the natural gas and 
oil exploration expert, who ques- 
tioned why the Government has 
not yet signed a contract for deep 
sea natural gas exploration. 

The specialist estimates there 
are enough natural gas reserves to 
cover the internal consumption 
of Portugal for fifteen years, only 
40 kilometres from the Algarvean 
coast. 


According to several studies, 
the Algarve has a very high po- 
tential to produce gas, with 
Antonio Silva saying that “all the 
different components to look for 
natural gas are in the Algarve’ s sea 
basin.” There are hydrocarbon- 
producing rocks, geological 
traps, reservoir rocks, move- 
ment of liquids and five natural 
gas wells were drilled last year, 
although not in deep sea, which 
is the reason Antonio Costa be- 
lieves it is worth exploring the 
deep offshore for drilling. He also 
thinks the project is worth devel- 
oping as it is low risk and the ben- 
efits it would bring to the Algarve 
would be enormous. 

The estimated value of the gas 
that could be extracted from the 
Algarve would save the country 
between €1 .4 and€l .5 billion each 
year according to the specialist. 
This project would also generate 
employment and lower Portugal’ s 
dependence on other countries for 
energy resources, “The country 
pays a costly energy bill and we 
can’t forget that around 15% is 
from natural gas imports.” 
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St. Vincent’s Luz Youth Club fast for 
Peruvian children 



Following a visitto Peru with hisson lastautumn. Father HaynesQ. Hubbard, Senior Chaplain, St. 
Vincent's Anglican Chaplaincy, in conjunction with Praia da Luz'sSt. Vincent's Youth Club, decided to 
organise a fast, 30 hours without food, to raise funds and awareness regarding a child protection 
project implemented in a Peruvian community just outside the capital of Lima. 


Fourteen teenagers gave up 
both basic and favourite foods for 
more than a whole day, from 
Thursday June 3rd lunchtime 
through to Friday suppertime, to 
raise funds and awareness for the 
cause. 

Overall, the St. Vincent’ s Luz 
Y outh Club raised approximately 
€1 ,600 towards a goal of €2,500, 
to support the Peruvian child 
protection programme through 
the Anglican Church in Lima, 
Peru, which St. Vincent’s is in 


partnership with. 

The programme in question 
began when the Child and Ado- 
lescent Team at the Anglican 
Diocese of Peru saw the prob- 
lems of child abuse and how it 
affected families in the commu- 
nity of Cerro Cachito in 
Ventanilla, a town outside Lima. 

It was brought to the Algarve 
after father Hubbard went on a 
mission to the South American 
country and was introduced to 
the project. 


Father Hubbard explained 
“My son and I went to Peru with 
a team from the Archdeaconry 
last autumn to do a mission: the 
Youth Club would like to con- 
tinue that connection”. 

When the Project began, there 
was little knowledge of the basic 
rights to health and education of 
children and adolescents, andchild 
abuse was common, with poor liv- 
ing conditions, poverty and neg- 
ligence as abackdrop. Child pun- 
ishment in Peru is often severe. 


The diocese runs five different 
workshops as part of the project 
with a specific focus on the needs 
of the community in Cerro 
Cachito. Through the work- 
shops, women are provided with 
counselling and support and 
learn techniques for conflict reso- 
lution. The workshops are taught 
in an interactive way with the 
direct involvement of women and 
their children.

Estimates are that every seven 
seconds a child dies of hunger. 

The St. Vincent’s Luz Youth 
Club was supported by many 
individuals, whom they would 
“like to thank very much”. 

“It was also possible because 
of the tremendous generosity of 
Rui at Baptista Supermarket, in 
Luz, which supplied all the juices 
for the whole group and 
Tempomar for the water. Thank 
you!”

“They made the end of the Fast 
something to look forward to!

Many thousands of people - 
foreigners and Portuguese, resi- 
dents and holidaymakers - 
flocked to the Fair in their droves 
last weekend, with Sunday a par- 
ticularly busy day. 

A colourful, eye-catching ad- 
vertising campaign carried out 
over weeks prior to the event had 
obviously conquered the pub- 
lic’s interest and queues were 
forming long before the llhOO 
opening time on the two days the 
event was held. 

Both days were amazingly 
hot, tamed by a gentle Atlantic 
breeze that was much appreci- 
ated by visitors as well as the 
animals at the Dog Show, which 
was back by popular demand 
(see page 26). In fact it seemed 
that every other person in the 
ticket queue had a four-legged 
friend with them!

pleased with the turnout that 
they guaranteed “As long as 
you’re here next year, we’ll be 
here”.

James Joyce performance 
in Portimao 


The St Patrick’s Society ofthe 
Algarve is to mark Bloomsday, 
one of Ireland’s foremost cul- 
tural occasions, with a special 
performance entitled ‘Blooms 
day and Beyond’ in the Teatro 
Municipal de Portimao on Sun- 
day 20th June.

ShelterBox is an international 
disaster relief charity specialis- 
ing in emergency shelter equip- 
ment. ShelterBox responds 
quickly to natural disasters 
(earthquakes, floods, tsunamis, 
landslides, etc.) or conflict, by 
delivering boxes of aid including 
a waterproof tent and lifesaving 
provisions for use by a family / 
group of up to 10 people while 
they are displaced. 

Based in the UK, there are rec- 
ognised affiliates in USA, 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand, 
France, Germany, Denmark, 
The Netherlands, Norway, and 
Switzerland. Efforts are cur- 
rently underway to establish af- 
filiates in Sweden, Italy, Brazil as 
well as Portugal. 

ShelterBox is a global Rotary 
Club Project, with active 
deployments currently in Haiti, 
Mexico and elsewhere; a re- 
sponse team has recently been 
sent to evaluate the situation in 
Central America following fierce 
tropical storms. ShelterBox is 
frequently amongst the earliest 
aid received in emergency situa- 
tions with the tents being used as 
housing and additionally as medi- 
cal facilities and schools. 


ShelterBox Portugal is in its 
early stages of formation, with 
the objective of becoming a le- 
gally structured charitable enter- 
prise, registered in Portugal. A 
demonstration ShelterBox has 
recently been delivered to the 
Algarve and some members and 
supporters of Rotary Club Estoi 
Palace International got together 
for a first practice of setting up 
the tent which took place, cour- 
tesy of Beverley Gibbons, at 
Pinetrees Riding Centre in 
Almancil. 

It is planned to take the dem- 
onstration ShelterBox into the 
community at various venues 
around the region in order to pro- 
mote the project.

Lady 
Christine (Chrissie), hit upon a 
simple but effective way to re- 
solve the problem when she set 
about assembling a group of 
friends, who by their annual sub- 
scriptions, would sponsor all the 
musical activities at the Centro 
Cultural throughout the year and 
in return, they would receive free 
admission to all the concerts. The 
group was called the Associa 9 ao 
de Amigos de Miisica de Sao 
Louren^o, or simply ‘the 
Amigos ’ , and firmly at its helm as 
president was Christine 
Vavasour. In 1 994 Helga Hamp- 
ton took over the reins for ten 
years until 2004 since when B any 
Shaw has occupied the post. 


The Amigos are also commit- 
ted to helping young Portuguese 
musicians who, to qualify, must 
have chosen to continue their 
studies abroad. Beneficiaries in- 
clude Nuno Silva Marques who 
has recently been appointed Pro- 
fessor of Music at the Porto Con- 
servatory. The Amigos’ are pres- 
ently sponsoring pianist Joanna 
Ballmann..

Well-known musician/enter- 
tainer Graham Cooper sadly 
passed away in hospital in Lis- 
bon on Saturday morning 29 
May after a long battle with can- 
cer. He was survived by his wife/ 
soul-mate of 35 years, Maggie, 
his younger brother Michael and 
two daughters by his first mar- 
riage - Kate and Sarah. 

Originally from Cannock in 
Staffordshire, Graham took up 
the guitar and piano aged 13. In 
his late teens, he initially played 
piano with a jazzband but in his 
early twenties moved into folk 
music, playing guitar and singing. 
He soon turned professional and 
remained a professional musi- 
cian/entertainer for the rest of his 
life. Having sung and played gui- 
tar and piano at clubs, colleges 
and concert halls across the UK, 
Europe and America, he was also 
involved with radio and TV, in- 
cluding ‘The Old Grey Whistle 
Test’. 

Since moving to Portugal with 
Maggie ten years ago, he has 
played folk guitar (both solo and 
as part of a duo with Daryl Bye), 
and jazz piano. He has also been 
Musical Director of two theatre 
groups, including the very suc- 
cessful Algarve Old Time Music 
Hall. 

Eor two years Graham played 
piano with the Good Time Jazz 
Band, travelling with them to 
open the first International Jazz 
Eestival in the Cape Verde Is- 
lands. In 2007, Graham joined 
the New Orleans J azz B and play- 
ing piano and singing at clubs and 
concert throughout the Algarve. 

He still found time to teach 
guitar at the International School 
in Porches - which allowed him 
to pass on to the younger genera- 
tion a love of acoustic music. He 
will be sadly missed by his fam- 
ily, all of his friends and fellow 
musicians.

'Portuguese: First 
Europeans to discover 
Japan'

The Portuguese were the first 
Europeans to make contact with 
Japan and there was a century- 
long and profitable connection be- 
tween Portuguese traders and Ja- 
pan from 1540 to 1640. Clearly 
the first Europeans in the Indian 
Ocean, the Portuguese were also 
first Europeans to appear in the 
China Seas and were closely fol- 
lowed by the Spanish and later by 
the Dutch and the English. They 
found in the Japanese another 


white nation with whom they 
traded in Chinese silks and Euro- 
pean firearms . There was also fer- 
tile ground for the spreading of the 
Christian faith, and there were at 
one point 750,000 Japanese 
Christians. The Japanese even 
built a small island, Dejima, to ac- 
conunodate them. Yet in 1 640 the 
ties with all European traders but 
the Dutch were suddenly sun- 
deredbytheJapanese. Whatwas 
the reason for this sudden isola- 
tionism? Why were the Dutch 
alone tolerated in Japan? The 
story of Portugal in Japan is the 
subject of Peter Kingdon Booker "s 
June lecture at Lagoa and T avira.

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Tweaking Windows 7 


■ Windows 7 is a great operating system, 
but there are some ways in which you 
cantweakWindows7to make it your 
own. This article covers four popular 
and simple waystochange how 
Windows 7 looks and functions. 

Top Windows 7 Tweaks 


Windows 7 is arguably the 
best operating system Microsoft 
has ever made, and it certainly 
puts Windows Vista to shame. 
Most users will find that Win- 
dows 7 ’ s defaults are fine for their 
needs, and won’tneedto perform 
too many tweaks. 

However, some users will 
want to squeeze every ounce of 
performance and quality possi- 
ble from Windows 7. Users who 
demand the best experience are 
well advised to try the tweaks 
below. These Windows 7 tweaks 
can help improve your overall 
experience when using 
Microsoft’s latest operating 
system. 

Calibrate Text Tweak 

The way Windows 7 handles 
text is different from previous 
versions ofWindows, and you can 
tweak W indows 7 ’ s text by using 
the Cleartype calibration utility. 
This is a utility included within 
Windows 7 by default. It can be 
started by typing “cttune” into 
your Windows Search field. This 
will begin a calibration utility 
whichletsyoutweaktext settings. 

The ClearType calibration 
utility will take you through a 
series of tests which are meant to 
ensure that the text which you 
have displayed is of the best qual- 
ity possible. You will need to 
calibrate for each individual 
monitor connected to your com- 
puter, but this can all be done at 
once through the same utility. 
The ClearType calibration util- 
ity will display a series of text 
panels which are similar to what 
an eye doctor might show you 
when testing your eye sight. The 
calibration utility will ask you to 
pick which panel looks clearest. 
This will be repeated several 
times until the best text is found. 

Another way to tweak text in 
Windows 7 is by right-clicking on 
your Desktop and then clicking 
the Screen Resolution option. 
At the bottom of the menu there 
is a selection which says Make 
text and other items larger or 
smaller. Click on this to find the 
text size calibration utility. You 
have three choices - 100%, 125% 
and 150% size. While the default 
of 1 00% should normally be fine, 
ifyou’re using a high-resolution 
monitor, particularly a large one 
you sit some distance from, or 
you prefer largerprint for vision 
and eye strain reasons, you may 
be more comfortable with the 
125% or 150% settings. 
Control UACTweak 

User account control was a 
major gripe of those using Win- 
dows Vista. It was an important 
security feature, but because 
many users found it annoying 
they simply tweaked it by turn- 
ing it off, which meant that the 
security advantage was lost. 

Windows 7 has User Account 
Control as well, but its default 


setting is less aggressive than that 
ofWindows Vista. Y ou can tweak 
the UAC by typing “uac” in the 
Windows Search field. This will 
open the UAC menu. 

There are four settings avail- 
able for UAC. The default setting 
is three-quarters of the way up 
on the slider, and it only notifies 
you when programs try to make 
changes to your computer. The 
highest setting will also notify 
you when you make changes to 
Windows 7 settings. This is more 
annoying, but also more secure, 
because devious malware can 
sometimes trick Windows into 
thinking the user is making 
changes in order to disguise itself 

There are also two lower set- 
tings. The halfway setting is a 
fairly minor change. It notifies 
you the same as the three-quarters 
setting, but your desktop won’t 
be dimmed, which means you 
might miss the notification. Fi- 
nally there is the lowest setting, 
which simply turns UAC off en- 
tirely. This isn’trecommendedfor 
security reasons, but some users 
may be willing to take the risk. 

TaskbarTweak 

The Windows 7 taskbar is, in 
my opinion, very good. It pro- 
vides clear information about 
what is running and it does so in a 
manner which is functional but 
also modem and aesthetically 
pleasing. However, there are 
ways to tweak the taskbar if you 
don’t feel that the new Windows 
7 taskbar is exactly what you 
want. 

Open the taskbar properties 
by right-clicking on the taskbar 
and clicking Properties. On the 
Taskbar tab you’ll have a few 
options. 

Use Small Icons is fairly self 
explanatory. It will make the 
icons on the taskbar smaller and 
also reduce the overall vertical 
height of the taskbar. This is a 
good way for those who have 
smaller or older, lower-resolution 
displays, to get some screen real- 
estate back. 

The Taskbar Buttons drop- 
down box lets you change how 
buttons display. Setting it to 
Combine when taskbar is full 
will cause buttons to appear sepa- 
rately when you have multiple 
applications open unless you 
have so many open that you fill 
the entire taskbar. The buttons 
will also have a text description 
associated with them. The Never 
Combine option will not revert 
to the default button format even 
when numerous windows are 
open. 

You can also add Toolbars 
from Internet Explorer to your 
taskbar if you choose. This is 
accomplished through the 
Toolbar tab in the properties 
menu. When you open the 
Toolbars section you’ 11 see a list 
of the toolbars which are cur- 
rently installed and available. 



Clicking the check-box for a 
toolbar will make it show up on 
the taskbar. 

AeroSettingsTweak 

When you install Windows 7 
you will be introduced to a basic 
Windows 7 Aero colour scheme. 
This scheme is fine, but it is pos- 
sible to tweak Windows Aero so 
that it has the exact appearance 
that you desire. 

Right-click anywhere on your 


desktop and then click on the 
Personalization option. This 
will open the Personalization 
menu. If you’re interested in 
some basic changes, you can 
make use of the Aero Themes 
which are listedhere. Y ou’ll find 
basic themes including Architec- 
ture, Scenes and Nature. Each 
theme will change the colours of 
Aero and also give you a selec- 
tion of background wallpapers. 

Ifyou wantto change specific 


settings, you can use the icons at 
the bottom of the screen. Desk- 
top Background is fairly self-ex- 
planatory - you can use this to 
change the background for your 
desktop. Windows Color is the 
option which you can use to 
change your Windows Aero 
theme colour. You can either 
choose one of the sixteen pre-se- 
lected colours, or you can choose 
to mix your own colour. Y ou can 
also set the degree of transpar- 


ency in the Aero effect, or choose 
to turn it off entirely if it is both- 
ering you.

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Portugal prepares for glory

C Unlike recent tournaments, Portugal 

seems to have become a rank outsider to 
liftthe coveted FIFA World Cup trophy in 
South Africa. Experts, pundits and fans all 
seem to have forgotten one important 
trait of Portuguese and especially its 
football team - they perform best when 
given little chance of success. 


It seems odd that Portugal is 
being ruled out as a serious con- 
tender, especially when its 
record since the Euro 2004 is 
taken into consideration. 

After losing that year in the 
final to Greece as the host nation, 
Portugal went on to make the 
semi-finals at the 2006 World 
Cup, losing to France while mak- 
ing the quarter-finals at Euro 
2008, losing 3-2 to Germany. 

Arguments against Portugd are 
that the team has aged, and certain 
positions in the team raise ques- 
tion marks, such as at full-back, 
where Chelsea bench warmer (on 


a good day) Paulo Ferreira will be 
asked to keep the world’s best 
attackers at bay coming at him 
down the left flank. Fellow right- 
backMiguel seems a shadow of the 
player he once was and he did not 
enjoy the best of seasons at Va- 
lencia. 

Benfica winger Fabio 
Coentrao has been converted into 
a left-back, leaving question 
marks hanging over his defensive 
capabilities. But should he with- 
stand that test, he could turn out 
to be one of Portugal’ s star per- 
formers at the tournament. 

On a positive front, we have 


to go back to the 1 980s to find a 
Portuguese team that conceded 
fewer goals, with Carlos Queiroz 
following in Jose Mourinho’s 
footsteps of making it a priority 
that the other team does not score 
and hoping a moment of brilliance 
from one of his own can decide 
the match. 

With the withdrawal of Nani 
having sustained an injury after a 
botched scissor kickin apractice 
match saw him fall on his shoul- 
der, Portugal is increasingly shy 
of match winners. 

But the world’ s “second-best 
player” will want to have a word 
or two to say about that. 

Cristiano Ronaldo failed to 
score in any of Portugal’ s quali- 
fying matches, and the ease with 
which he knocked in goals for 
Real Madrid seems distant when 


he puts on a Portugal shirt. 

While it is stating the obvious, 
Portugal’s hopes of glory rest 
almost solely on Cristiano 
Ronaldo, and if he misfires in 
South Africa, Portugal is set to 
endure its first early exit from a 
tournament since its controver- 
sial elimination against South 
Korea in 2002. 

Deco, who has said this will be 
his last tournament for Portugal, 
seems to have rediscovered his 
quality as an excellent passer of 
the ball, and has in recent games 
reminded of us why Barcelona 
and then Chelsea spent millions 
on the Brazilian-born player. 

Portugal’s potential path to 
the next round and eventually to 
the final is riddled with permuta- 
tions, but a couple of key matches 
will most certainly be hugely de- 


cisive. 

Next Tuesday afternoon’s 
match against the Ivory Coast, 
whatever the result, will prob- 
ably decide whether the African 
giants or Portugal go through to 
the next phase. 

The teams are joined in their 
group by Brazil and North Ko- 
rea, and with odds of 2000-1, 
none of Portugal, Brazil and Ivory 
Coast will even fathom the idea 
of not beating the Asian under- 
dogs. 

So while defeat next Tuesday 
against the Ivory Coast will not 
spell the premature end of Por- 
tugal’ s safari, it will mean that 
victory against Brazil on June 25 
will be the only result keeping the 
Portuguese from taking the long 
trek back across Africa. 

Another big obstacle in Portu- 


gal’ s path to the final comes in the 
shape of Spain. 

Unless Portugal finishes in the 
same position in its group as 
Spain, assuming the two neigh- 
bours qualify for the last 16 by 
ending first or second in their re- 
spective groups, the two nations 
will face each other in the first 
knock-out round of matches. 

While Portugal will happily 
look to get one over its neighbour, 
most nations would rather avoid 
the tournament favourites for as 
long possible. 

Whatever the possibilities and 
despite its odds of ninth favour- 
ite, Portugal knows it has the big 
tournament temperament to over- 
come any nation, as it showed 
successively against England, and 
anyone writing them off at this 
stage does so at their peril.

Preparation time over 


The 2010 South Africa World Cup has begun and Portugal 
must now focus on their next task at hand, to beat Ivory 
Coast on Tuesday. Both teams have lost crucial players 
due to injury, with Nani being ruled out of the entire 
World Cup campaign, replaced by Benfica player Ruben 
Amorim, and Didier Drogba, Ivory Coast's star player, 
having broken hisarm. 


Portugal’ s group in the World 
Cup finals has been nicknamed 
the ‘Group of Death’ , with three 
great teams, Portugal, Brazil and 
Ivory Coast, fighting for the top 
two spots. 

The first match of the group, 
between Portugal and Ivory 
Coast, which will take place on 
Tuesday at 16h00 local time, 
might define who progresses 
through to the round of 16, the 
reason why it is such a crucial 
opening match for Portugal . 

Their final warm up match, 
against Mozambique last Tues- 
day, has brought Carlos 
Queiroz’ s team back to their 
winning form, not being so im- 
pressive in their first two warm- 
up matches. 

Despite not scoring in the first 
half, Portugal managed to over- 
come their problems in the sec- 
ond, with Danny deserving a spe- 
cial mention as he was a constant 
threat to the African team - he 
will have to be, as it seems 
Queiroz is grooming him to fill the 
role vacated by Nani. 

The Venezuelan-born player 
slipped past the keeper after a 
great pass from Deco and scored 
the first of the encounter, Portu- 
gal’ s 800* goal in international 
matches. 

He would later provide an as- 
sistforHugo Almeida to score Por- 
tugal’ s second. The lanky Werder 
Bremen striker then doubled his 
tally after a shot from Cristiano 
Ronaldo was parried by the 
keeper, and Almeida was in the 
right position to smash the re- 
bound shot into the back of the net. 

If Portugal manages to get 
through the group stages they will 


face one of either Spain, Switzer- 
land, Honduras or Chile. 

Portugal will not mind a last 1 6 
match-up against Switzerland, 
Honduras or Chile, but the only 
way they will escape Spain will 
be to end first in their group, hop- 
ing their neighbours do the same. 

If Portugal manages to 
progress all the way to the semis, 
England might be one of their 
possible opponents, at least the 
two nations will not face each 
other at the quarter-final stage, 
which happened at the Euro 2004 
and the 2006 World Cup. 

Before that though, Portugal 
will have to face Ivory Coast on 
15* June, North Korea on 2P‘ 
June and Brazil on 25* and col- 
lect at least five points to ensure 
they make it to the next round. 

The 2010 South Africa W orld 
Cup has had many star players 
withdraw due to injury, the first 
being David Beckham when he 
tore his Achilles tendon playing 
for AC Milan. Germany’s cap- 
tain, Michael Ballack is also out, 
as well as England’ s captain Rio 
Ferdinand. Didier Drogba broke 
his arm in a ‘friendly’ against Ja- 
pan and Arjen Robben, the Neth- 
erlands winger, injured his ham- 
string playing against Hungary. 
Michael Essien and John Mikel 
Obi, who both play for Chelsea, 
willnotberepresentingtheir coun- 
tries, Ghana and Nigeria respec- 
tively. 

Nani sustained a bruised-col- 
larbone during their warm up 
match against Cameroon and has 
been ruled out of the entire W orld 
Cup campaign, being replaced by 
Ruben Amorim, a Benfica 
midfielder.

With competitive equipment levels and 
relaxed driving position, Mitsubishi ASX offers 
more than sufficient responsiveness and 
roadholding for a family vehicle. 



Mitsubishi’s visibility is 
phenomenal and its vehicles 
have huge presence on the road. 
The distinctive trait of a huge, ag- 
gressive grille means that across 
the range, Mitsubishi’s passen- 
ger cars can be recognised from 
some distance. 

Even its L200 pick-up truck 
continues to turn heads, quite a 
feat for an essentially commer- 
cial vehicle. 

Looking good is one thing 
however, performing well is 
quite another. With the likes of 
the Lancer Evolution X on its 
books and as experts in four- 
wheel drive, no-one could accuse 
the company of building techni- 
cally underperforming models. 
However, the Japanese manu- 
facturer leans towards niches. 

Not so with its newest ven- 
ture, the ASX. As Mitsubishi 
puts it; “the ASX is the right car 
at the right time”. Operating in 
the fastest growing segment in 
Europe, one blown wide open 
with the arrival of the Nissan 
Qashqai and that is seeing retail 
sales grow 30 per cent year-on- 
year, the ASX is by no means in 
a niche. 

That leaves Mitsubishi with 
a dilemma; how to target a larger 
market without losing the char- 
acter that adds to its model’s ap- 
peal. The answer lies partly in 
the styling. 

The ASX - it stands for Ac- 


across segments. Drivers of 
regular C-segment hatchbacks 
and larger SUV scan all find what 
they’re looking for within the 
segment and, Mitsubishi hopes, 
within the ASX. 

Two and four-wheel drive 
plus three trim levels offers a rea- 
sonable degree of choice, but the 
option of a single diesel fol- 
lowed after the initial launch by 
a single petrol unit seems a little 
restrictive at first. 

Fortunately this isn’t the 
case. With a stop-start system 
present across the range a small 
engine line-up can deliver both 
the economy and performance 
required. 

The 1.8-litre turbocharged 
diesel unit offers a respectable 
148bhp and 2211b/ft of torque, 
with C02 emissions pegged at 
1 45g/km for the two-wheel drive 
platform that the company ex- 
pects to be vastly more popular 
than the four-wheel drive vari- 
ant, with 150g/km emissions. 

Performance from the 1 .6-li- 
tre, 1 ISbhp petrol is less brisk, 
but emissions are 135g/km - a 
better performance against its 
equivalent competitors than the 
diesel. 

On the road, the diesel 
doesn’t lag behind its rivals. Part 
of Mitsubishi’s plan to maxim- 
ise potential from its existing 
equipment, the ASX uses a ver- 
sion of the same platform em-

The driving experience is re- 
laxed and undemanding. A good 
driving position and decent vis- 
ibility help. Large mirrors offer 
an excellent rearward view, the in- 
terior dials are sharp, colourful 
and neatly presented and in the 
dark a new headlight design 
throws an impressively clear 
beam across a wide angle. 


Equipment levels are com- 
petitive, with the option of a full 
length glass roof and the top spec 
model receiving sat-nav and are- 
versing camera. The middle trim 
will suffice happily however, 
with cruise, heated seats, 
Bluetooth, auto lights and wip- 
ers and an engine start button. 
Even the base car receives alloy 


wheels, air-con and ESP. 

Most noticeable inside, how- 
ever, is the space. The ASX feels 
very roomy. Front passengers 
will certainly not rub elbows, 
headroom is good and rear leg- 
room impressive. The boot door 
is also wide, offering easy access 
to the well proportioned boot 
space. 


The ASX comfortably retains 
the Mitsubishi brand identity, 
but it projects it to a much wider 
audience. As Mitsubishi says; 
“it’s the right car at the right 
time,” and it deserves to do well.

Mozambique President Armando Guebuza has described 
as "unlikely" an American NEFA Foundation report 
claiming there are three terrorist training camps in 
Central and Northern Mozambique, but said that security 
services will be "on high alert".

FIFAthis week conducted 
surprise doping tests on 
eight Portuguese players 
on June 9*^ days before 
the 2010 South Africa 
World Cup began. 

Deco, Pepe, Bruno Alves, 
Eduardo, Danny, Tiago, Miguel 
andBeto were asked to give sam- 
ples to check for the presence of 
doping substances in their sys- 
tem, according to the Portuguese 
Football Federation’s assessor 
Antonio Florencio. 


“ W e have no knowledge of any 
such thing. I find it unlikely, but 
Mozambican defence and secu- 
rity agencies must pay attention 
to such issues”. President 
Guebuza told the press last week. 

Ronald Sandee, research direc- 
tor for N ine Eleven F inding An- 
swers (NEFA) Foundation, told 
Lusa News Agency there are 
three terrorist training camps 
operating in Mozambique: two 
in the Nampula region (North), 
one in Tete (centre of the coun- 
try). 

Sandee, whose findings were 
presented to the US Congress, 
thinks the training camps were es- 


tablished in “2004 and 2005”, 
and aim to disrupt this year’s 
football World Cup, which will 
take place in neighbouring South 
Africa this month and July. 

According to Sandee, the 
camps are run by Somali, Paki- 
stani, Indian and Bangladeshi 
nationals, with links to Osamabin 
Laden’s Al-Qaida terrorist or- 
ganisation. The camps were lo- 
cated in areas where government 
control is “loose”, Sandee says. 
Over “500 militants” are active 
in these camps, he added. 


NEFA says its sources are se- 
curity analysts in the Southern 
Africaregion. President Guebuza 
stressed that “security and de- 
fence agencies in Mozambique 
work in close cooperation and 
share information” with regional 
counterparts, and “nothing ofthe 
sort has been reported”. 

Spokesman for Mozambican 
Police Pedro Cossa also denied 
the NEFA report’s claims, in- 
sinuating that “some people” 
don’ t want the soccer W orld Cup 
“to be successful”. TPN/Lusa 



Three reporters (two of them

were robbed early on Wednesday 
morning insidetheir Magaliesburg

Front gardens are so often an afterthought for homeowners, who see the front of their house 
only as a point of access and more specifically as a place to park their car and site their dustbins. 


Allium (Ornamental onion) 

Their lollipop blooms always make a statement in any bor- 
der, rising above all else to display mainly purple or white globes 
of flowers. 

The most majestic is the giant A. giganteum, which grows to 
1 .2m (4ft) and produces impressive lilac ball-shaped flowers 
in early summer. The popular A. cristophii has a narrow growth 
habit which means bulbs can be slotted between other plants 
in the garden during autumn. Growing between 30-60cm (1- 
2ft), they produce roundheads 20cm (Sin) across on tall stems, 
packed with starry purple flowers, which eventually fade to 
green. 

Al li ums will thrive in any well-drained soil in full sun. Clumps 
should be divided in autumn every three years . They look great 
popping up through ornamental grasses or other plants which 
hide the allium foliage, which starts to die off before the flow- 
ers bloom. 



However, there is so much you 
can do with a front garden to 
make the whole house welcom- 
ing and increase its value, and it 
doesn’t have to be high mainte- 
nance if you choose the right 
plants. This year’s Chelsea 
Flower Show gold medal-win- 
ning Upwardly Mobile Garden 
got me thinking about how peo- 
ple who invest in their front gar- 
den can take many of the plants 


with them if they move, either by 
planting them in large containers 
or propagating them. 

John Lord, managing director 
of John Woods Nurseries in the 
UK, which co-created the garden 
with Capel Manor College, said: 
“We wanted to show how with 
woody plants you can create a 
front garden that inspires. When 
you go to Holland and Germany 
you see that people invest in

their front gardens, but people 
here don’ t take care of them. Y et 
they can add value to their prop- 
erty.” 

The theme of the Upwardly 
Mobile Garden was to demon- 
strate how easy it is to create a 
garden - especially your first - and 
take components of it, such as 
planted containers, with you 
when you move home. In this 
way, you take your ideas and 
learning with you throughout hfe. 

“We’ve used plants that are 
happy in different types of soils 
and situations, for example, to 
help inexperienced gardeners 
understand their options,” says 
Lord. 

Included in the garden were 
low maintenance plants, includ- 


ing DiervillaCool Splash, Prunus 
‘Kojo-no-mai’, Geranium 
‘Johnson’s Blue’, Sambucus 
‘Black Beauty’ and Heuchera 
‘Midnight Rose’. 

Invest in the biggest pots you 
can afford for permanent 
plantings which you intend to 
take with you when you move. 
John Woods used its own End- 
less Summer collection of Hy- 
drangea macrophylla in pots, 
which unusually produce flow- 
ers on old and new wood and 
therefore are repeat flowering 
throughout the summer, regard- 
less of late frosts or incorrect 
pruning. 

If you want a tree as a focal 
point in your front garden, think 
about buying a specimen that will 


grow in a pot, which will be able 
to move with you in years to 
come. The Upwardly Mobile 
Garden featured a Cornus ‘Ve- 
nus ’, a flowering dogwood with 
good drought tolerance and a high 
resistance to diseases, in a large 
container. It produces striking 
white bracts up to 1 5cm in diam- 
eter each May, followed by rich 
red autumn colour and grows to 
around 3.5m in 10 years. 

When planting permanent 
plants in containers, use a soil- 
based compost like John Innes 
which has a bit more body than 
some of the others and give the 
plant a good mulch and feed in 
spring. 

Of course, if you want to take 
the fruits of your labour with you 


when you move, you can also 
plant specimens that are going to 
be easy to propagate or divide. 
Clumps of ornamental grasses 
can easily be lifted and divided so 
you can take a portion with you. 

The easiest way to take a little 
piece of your garden when you 
move is by taking hardwood 
cuttings of your favourite shrubs 
and other plants. Plants includ- 
ing berberis, buddleia, cornus, 
kerria, spiraea, deciduous vibur- 
num, mock orange and salix are aU 
suited to this method. 

Look for shoots which have 
grown during the current season 
and are about pencil thickness or 
more. Cut them off, leaving a 
small stub on the parent plant. 
Trim the bottom of the cutting 
j ust belo w a leaf j oint and the top 
just above one, so the shoot’s 
around 20-23cm long, with aU the 
soft growth at the top removed. 

Dip the bottom of the cutting 
into hormone rooting liquid and 
then place it in a pre-prepared slit 
trench part-filled with sharp 
sand to aid drainage, so the tops 
of the cuttings are around 7.5cm 
(3in) above ground, refilling the 
trench with soil and firming in the 
cuttings. 

Lord says: “Gardening doesn’t 
need to be complicated. Use 
plants that are happy in differ- 
ent types of soils and situa- 
tions.” Hannah Stephenson

And one or two of the eomman- 
dos panieked and opened fire. 

Then the rest of the eomman- 
dos joined in, presumably think- 
ing that the shooters were re- 
sponding to a real threat. They 
all blasted away for twenty or 
thirty seeonds, and when their 
magazines were empty there 
were forty bodies on the deek, 
some writhing in pain and oth- 
ers lying very still. After that, 
there was nothing the eomman- 
dos eould do but eome up with a 
story that exeused their aetions . 

This atroeious event has put 
the Israeli poliey of bloeking 
supplies to the Gaza Strip in the 
spotlight and raises two ques- 
tions. Does it really give Israel 
added seeurity at a reasonable 
eost to Palestinians? And if it is 
doesn’t, then how ean it be 
ended? 

The bloekade of Gaza began 
in 2007, after Hamas, whieh 
does not reeognise the legitimaey 
of the Israeli state, won a brief 
eivil war and took eontrol of the 
densely populated territory. It 
launehed thousands of erude, 
home-made roekets against 
towns in southern Israel, killing 
10 Israelis, so in early 2009 Is- 
rael attaeked the Gaza Strip. 

At least 1,300 Palestinians 
died, and only 13 Israelis. Sinee 
then Hamas has observed a 
eease-fire. Other Palestinian 
militants still launeh sporadie 
roeket attaeks from the Gaza 
Strip, but only one person in 
Israel has been killed in the past 
18 months. Yet the bloekade 
eontinues unabated. 

Only one-quarter of the nor- 
mal volume of supplies makes it 
through the sole Israeli eheek- 
point. The 1.5 million people in 
the Strip have been redueed to 
abjeet poverty, and Israel seems 
determined to keep up the pres- 
sure until they rejeet Hamas 
(whieh they baeked in free elee- 
tions in 2007) and overthrow it. 
Just how they are to do that, 
however, is not elear. 

Israel has the right to prevent 
weapons from entering the Gaza 
Strip, but it is hard to see how 
eement, maearoni, footballs, to- 
mato paste and fruit juiees (all 
banned) fit that deseription. In 
any ease, the material to make 
the roekets has always eome in 
through tunnels under the fron- 
tier with Egypt, and is unaf- 
feeted by Israel’ s bloekade . 

The bloekade is simply eol- 
leetive punishment, whieh is il- 
legal under international law. It 
has not overthrown Hamas, but 


instead has strengthened its eon- 
trol over the population. It 
should be ended, but how? 

The Israeli government is 
now on the defensive on this is- 
sue, and a eheap and effeetive 
taetie would be to send another 
aid ship or flotilla to run the 
bloekade every week or so . The 
eargo should be inspeeted and 
eertified as weapons-free by the 
port authorities in Greeee, Italy, 
Franee or wherever they sail 
from. 

The bloekade-runners should 
not agree to go to an Israeli port, 
beeause then their eargo would 
fall vietim to Israel’s bloekade 
rules. (Almost all of Mavi 
Marmara’s 10,000 tonnes of 
eargo was eonstruetion materi- 
als, and would have been bloeked 
by the Israelis.) The ships 
should not surrender at the first 
ehallenge, but sail on towards 
Gaza and eompel the Israelis to 
eonduet hostile boarding opera- 
tions against them. 

The erews should not physi- 
eally resist the Israeli troops, 
but some of them would prob- 
ably be hurt. Would some be 
killed? Possibly, though Israel 
will try to avoid another publie 
relations disaster like last 
week’s. Might they endup serv- 
ing jail sentenees in Israel? 
Maybe, ifNetanyahu’s govern- 
ment is in apartieularly self-de- 
struetive mood. 

Volunteers ean easily be found 
for these aid missions, and so 
ean the money to pay for them. 
Carry out one operation a week 
for the next eouple of months, 
and the bloekade would almost 
eertainly erumble. Netanyahu’ s 
government would either ehange 
its poliey or fall. Either outeome 
would be greeted with pleasure 
in almost every eapital in the 
world, ineluding Washington. 


Israeli prime minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu, prediet- 
ably, is brazening it out. He 
blames the vietims for their own 
deaths. They were “violent 
Turkish terror extremists” on a 
“ship of hate”: people so violent 
and Turkish and terroristie and 
extremist that the poor Israeli 
eommandoshadno ehoieebutto 
fire thirty bullets into the nine 
who were killed, and wound 3 0- 
odd others for good measure. 

It’ s a striking example of how 
Netanyahu bludgeons reality 
with words until it eonforms to 
his purposes. Why does he need 
all those extra words? Could 
there eoneeivably be “non-vio- 
lent Turkish terror extremists”? 
Or “violent Turkish terror mod- 
erates”? Presumably he believes 
that if you pile on enough syno- 
nyms, some people will eon- 
elude that there must have been 
something bad about the vie- 
tims. 

Anybody with the slightest 
experienee of the real world 
knows what must have hap- 
pened on the deek of Mavi 
Marmara, the aid ship in ques- 
tion. A buneh of over-eonfident, 
under-trained Israeli eomman- 
dos ran into unexpeeted resist- 
anee from aetivists, a few of 
whom had improvised but seri- 
ous weapons like iron bars. 
Maybe one or two had knives.

Sail down the river in Burma

Rudyard Kipling painted a fa- 
mous portrait of the East in his 
poem, Mandalay - and when you 
sail down the Ayeyarwady River 
in Burma on a luxury cruiser you 
feel that little has changed since 
then.

men taking all the front seats. 

After that, the creature com- 
forts of The Road To Mandalay 
are a soothing surprise. The £4 
million refurbishment has created 
an elegant restaurant with teak 
wall carvings from Amanpura. 
Also, the 34 new state and deluxe 


cabins have en-suite bathrooms 
with Burmese jade wall tiles and 
walk-in showers. Now we can sit 
on deck as Kipling’ s vivid vision 
of dawn breaking like thunder 
and temples shimmering in the 
sunlight comes to life before our 
eyes. 

Children splash in the shal- 
lows, playing tag among them- 
selves while their mothers wash 
the family ’ s longyis - traditional 
Burmese robes - in the river’s 
thick, khaki-green water. Fisher- 
men, armed only with bamboo 
sticks for rods and the bottoms 
of plastic bottles for goggles, hunt 
their daily catch from long-tail 
boats. 

On the river’s eastern bank. 


small villages of rickety bamboo 
huts have sprung up to house 
workers dredging for sand, which 
will be turned into cement. Their 
cargo is pumped on to half-sunk 
barges sitting below the water hne 
- their engines gurgling under the 
weight of their load. 

Beyond the river’ s banks, hun- 
dreds of pagodas - some made of 
red sandstone, others gilded with 
gold leaf - are scattered across the 
rice fields . Burma, for much of the 
time, seems to have missed out 
on the 20th century: Or perhaps 
it is a trick of the strange, ethe- 
real quality of the light. 

Before setting sail from Man- 
dalay, I took a rowing boat out on 
Taung Tha Man lake. The light 
at dusk broke through the teak 
struts of U Bein’ s bridge - a 
l,300m-long skeletal structure 
rising from the water. 

Ghostly forms appear be- 
neath the surface of the water cre- 
ating an eerie calm which is punc- 
tured only by the sound of creak- 
ing oars and the light chatter of 
villagers crossing the 200-year- 
old manmade causeway. 

However, one of the most ex- 
hilarating experiences which 
Burma can offer awaited us 1 20 
miles downstream. A hot air bal- 
loon whisked us 2,000ft above 
the ancient city of Bagan for a 
breathtaking view of its 4,000 
temples, stupas and pagodas. 

The city itself no longer exists, 
but its shrines to Buddha, built 
over hundreds of years on a 
stretch of delta the size of Man- 
hattan Island, appear one by one 
at sunrise to form an intricate, 
crimson patchwork on an ochre 
landscape. 

Our bumpy landing eased by 
Champagne, we joined abicycle 
tour for a close-up view of 
Bagan’ s temples. Many are 
adorned with frescos telling the 
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story of Buddha and although 
most have decayed into ruin, or 
are awaiting restoration, follow- 
ing the devastating 1975 earth- 
quake, there are a few murals 
worth seeing - thanks to the in- 
tervention of UNESCO. 

Ananda Pahto, on the north 
plain, stands out from the others. 
Besides its brilliantly-colourful 
frescos, it also has four 3 1 ft gold 
statues to Buddha - which sit fac- 
ing outwards from the temple’s 
inner sanctum and date back to the 
11th Century. The most recent 
icon was, however, built just 60 
years ago. 

Bagan has few visitors, so it 
was easy to find solitude on one 
of the pagoda’ s west-facing ter- 
races. The spot offered a perfect 
vantage point to watch the sun- 
set - giving Bagan’ s temples acha- 
meleon-style quality of con- 
stantly-changing colour. 

It is easy to be overawed by 
spectacular monuments to Bud- 
dhism in Bagan. While a temple, 
stupa or pagoda can be found at 
every turn, Burmese people 
deeply respect the religion and 
the monks - even if they are not 
committed Buddhists. 

In Y angon, many monasteries 
teach English and visitors can be 
accosted by football fans in or- 
ange or crimson tunics keen to 
discuss our Premier League. 
Many monks can be seen study- 
ing the football results in one of 


six weekly newspapers dedi- 
cated to the game in Europe. 

Give your view on Manches- 
ter City’ s riches , or the financial 
perils of Portsmouth, and you 
might be invited back to their digs 
for a cup of green tea. 

Their accommodation is 
sparse. As many as six monks 
share one room in which they 
study, sleep, and eat without elec- 
tricity or running water. 

During your river voyage - the

company’s billing of river 
“cruise” hardly does it justice - 
you can try on your own longyi 
and have your face painted with 
Thanakha - a traditional yellow- 
paste made by grinding the 
Thanakha tree against sandstone. 
It is still widely worn by women 
and children and, as well as pro- 
tecting their skin from the sun, it 
supposedly imparts a youthful 
complexion on those who wear 
it. 

The Governor’ s Residence in 
Burma’s capital of Yangon, 
where you stay on the first and 
last night of your trip, is a match 


for both the boat and the best 
hotels . The old colonial mansion 
- made entirely from teak - comes 
into its element at dusk as you sit 
by the pool with a G&T to watch 
bats skimming the water’ s sur- 
face. 

Chef Olivier Guilman finds the 
best local ingredients for menus 
combining Western classics with 
variations on Burmese favour- 
ites. Anything with seafood is 
worth trying, especially after an 
afternoon’ s sightseeing around 
the magnificent Shwedagon Pa- 
goda and the reclining Buddha - 
the latter close to where monks 


held peaceful demonstrations 
against the military government 
in summer 2007. 

Given the tense political situ- 
ation, many travellers avoid 
Burma. However, Orient-Ex- 
press argues its involvement pre- 
serves jobs - around 150 on the 
boat and 1 10 at The Governor’ s 
Residence Hotel. Square your 
own conscience before you de- 
part. Repression may enable 
Burma to preserve the mystery 
of the Orient, lost beneath tour- 
ist hordes in other parts of south- 
east Asia.

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A test that could save your life 


In the UK, 20% of women still don't attend smear tests, putting themselves at risk of leaving pre- 
cancerous cervical cells undetected. Lisa Salmon speaks to the expertsabout why cervical screening is so 
important, and to women whose lives it has helped save. 



Emmeline Collin had no reason 
to think anything was wrong 
when she went for aroutine smear 
test. 

Although she had no symp- 
toms at all, Emmeline was diag- 
nosed with cervical cancer - and 
without the smear test, it may 
have killed her. 

Just over a year later, the 33- 
year-old mother-of-one has had 
surgery to remove the cancer, 
which was caught early enough 
for her to have an excellent chance 
of a complete recovery. 

She’s aprime example of why 
cervical screening can be a life- 
saver, a fact which is at the core 
of Cervical Screening Awareness 
Week (7- 13 June). 

Currently, 20% of UK women 
don’t attend cervical screening 
appointments, putting them- 
selves at risk of becoming one of 
the 2,828 UK women every year 
who develop cervical cancer. 

Jo’s Cervical Cancer Trust, the 
charity behind the awareness 
week, wants to get the message 
across to all women - but particu- 
larly those who don’t go for 
screening - that cervical cancer is 
largely preventable. 

It is estimated screening saves 
4,500 lives a year. 


Emmeline, of Peterborough, 
Cambridgeshire, says: “There 
was no way I knew there was 
anything wrong - 1 just went for 
aroutine smear as if I was going 
to buy a pint of milk. 

“I had no symptoms and no 
worries. 

“If I’d ignored the screening 
letter and thought I didn’t need 
to go because there was nothing 
wrong with me, then goodness 
knows what would have hap- 
pened. 

“I had an invasive cancer 
growing inside me that I knew 
nothing about. 

“If I hadn’t gone, worst case 
scenario is that I might not be 
here, or I could have left it so late 
that I might have had to have 
much worse treatment.” 

That treatment may have in- 
volved a hysterectomy or radio- 
therapy, neither of which 
Emmeline had to have because 
her cancer was caught so early. 

Instead, she had a trachelec- 
tomy, a relatively new treat- 
ment which is not yet widely 
available, which preserves a 
woman’s fertility. 

The surgery, which can be 
performed on some women who 
have very early invasive cervi- 
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cal cancer, involves removing the 
eervix and the lymph glands in the 
pelvie area, but leaving the womb 
inplaee. 

“I’ve been left with the oppor- 
tunity of having another ehild,” 
says Emmeline, “whieh I would 
have lost if I didn’t go for the 
sereening.” 

Cervieal eaneer and the impor- 
tanee of sereening was brought to 
the publie’s attention last year 
when Big Brother star Jade 
Goody died from the disease. 

The 27-year-old mother-of- 
two had abnormal eells removed 
from her eervix on several oeea- 
sions, but is reported to have ig- 
nored a letter saying abnormal 
results from a smear test had 
again been found. 

As a result, she beeame one of 
around 1 ,000 UK women a year 
who die from eervieal eaneer. 

While her untimely death in 
Mareh 2009 was tragie, it led to a 
12% rise - from 3.2 million to 3.6 
million - in the number of women 
having smear tests. 

However, the ‘Goody effeet’ 
is now thought to have dimin- 
ished. 


Emmeline says: “I suppose 
some women, partieularly the 
younger ones, might think they 
don’t need to go for a smear be- 
eause they’re all right and it’s 
easier not to go. 

“But without being a doom- 
monger, there eould be some- 
thing wrong, and if they don’t go 
for sereening they won’t know 
until it’s too late.” 

Around 300,000 UK women 
have abnormal smears every 
year, and they will usually be 
reealled for a eolposeopy, where 
a doetor uses a eolposeope to 
magnify the eervix to see if fur- 
ther treatment is needed. 

The eolposeopy takes just 
10-15 minutes, and is usually 
performed as an out-patient. 

Depending on the severity of 
the abnormality, no treatment 
may be required as the body’s 
immune system will sometimes 
deal with the abnormal eells it- 
self. 

Alternatively, the eells may be 
treated there and then, or a bi- 
opsy may be taken. 

The biopsy will aseertain 
whether the eells are eaneerous.

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in whieh ease surgery may be the 
next step. 

Treatment after abnormal eells 
are deteeted is very sueeessful, 
with more than 90% of patients 
returning to normal smears. 

Nearly all eases of eervieal ean- 
eer are eaused by the human pap- 
illoma virus (HPV), whieh is 
transmitted through sexual eon- 
taet. 

Although there is no treat- 
ment for the virus, 12to 13-year- 
old girls are now vaeeinated 
against the two most eommon 
high risk HPV types. 

Emmeline’s doetor, gynaeeo- 
logieal oneologist Robin 
Crawford, of Addenbrookes 
Hospital, Cambridge, says 
“Symptoms that indieate there 
may be a problem with the eer- 
vix ean range from bleeding be- 
tween periods and/or after sex, 
to post-menopausal bleeding. 

“Sueh symptoms ean also in- 
dieate other eonditions”. 

But Crawford warns: “There 
may be no problem and the ab- 
normality is deteeted by sereen- 
ing - henee the importanee of 
keeping up to date with smears. 

“Emmeline had her eaneer de- 
teeted before she had any symp- 
toms and is able to eonsider a fur- 
ther pregnaney. 

“Y ou eould eall this a triumph 
forthe sereening programme.” 

In England, the eervieal 
sereening programme starts at 


the age of 25 with three-yearly 
smears until the age of 49, when 
the frequeney is ehanged to five- 
yearly. 

In Seotland and Wales the 
sereening programme starts at 
the age of 20. 

Crawford says, “The 20% of 
women who don’t go for sereen- 
ing may simply be frightened of 
what the test eould find, or even 
fear that they’re being judged if 
the smear is abnormal. 

“Some women just find it un- 
eomfortable or have had a bad 
experienee when they’ve had a 
smear before. 

“In some eases, it’s a matter 
of priorities and time - the smear 
is the least of their worries eom- 
pared with work and ehildren.” 

Robert Musie, direetorof Jo’s 
Cervieal Caneer Trust, says that 
despite the sueeess of regular 
eervieal sereening, whieh has eut 
the ineidenee of eervieal eaneer 
by 44% sinee 1975, there are still 
worries about the number of 
women who miss their tests. 

Around one in three of those 
aged under 3 5 don’t attend their 
sereening appointment, despite 
some targeted eampaigns on 
sereening inbars andnightelubs. 

And Musie stresses that 
while 400,000 more women had 
smear tests after Jade Goody’s 
death, figures released later this 
year are likely to eonfirm that the 
effeet has diminished. 


“From speaking to people in- 
volved with sereening, the num- 
bers are going down aheady, and 
are potentially elose to pre- Jade 
levels,” he says. 

“That’s a worry. It’s aworry 
that people forget. 

“Cervieal eaneer is largely 
preventable, and it’ s just trying 
to get that message aeross so 
that women will be proaetive in 
taking steps to reduee their 
risk.” 

Musie explains that part of 


the uptake problem stems from 
the faet that there ’ s a laek of un- 
derstanding about what sereen- 
ing ’s for, with some women 
thinking it’s a test for eaneer. 

“It’s about preventing ean- 
eer,” he stresses, “and that’s a 
key message to get out there. 

“We’re talking about a few 
minutes for a test that eould po- 
tentially save your life.”

Lisa Salmon looks at how getting kids to 
eat their greens is tough for many 
parents, butthere could be a simple, 
healthy solution - getthem to growtheir 
own. 


Research commissioned by 
the National Trust has found 
that 72% of UK children would 
like their own space to grow fruit 
and vegetables, and 63% of them 
would rather eat fruit and veg 
they’ve grown themselves than 
buy it from a supermarket. 

To capitalise on the youthful 
enthusiasm about growing food, 
the National Trust is giving 
away 170 million free seeds as 
part of its Food Glorious Food 
campaign, which aims to inspire 
children to plant, grow and eat 
their own food. 

The seeds, which have been 
specially selected so they can be 
grown in both containers or gar- 
dens, are now being given away 
during family events at National 
Trust properties across the 
country. 

They will produce 2.5 million 
thyme plants, 3.2 million leaf 
salads and 2. 8 million bunches of 
carrots. Tomato seedlings will 
also be available. 

National Trust spokesperson 
Laura Palmer says: “It’s to show 


how easy it is to grow your own 
food, and how much W it is. 

“If you get kids engaged in 
growing their own food, they’re 
more likely to carry on with that 
behaviour when they grow up. 

“They’re more likely to eat 
it if they grow it too - that’s got 
to be a good thing.” 

She advises parents to get 
kids to grow a mixture of veg- 
etables, such as cress, which 
grows very quickly, and carrots, 
which take much longer. 

“By teaching children where 
food comes from - that it doesn’t 
just come from the supermarket, 
it grows from the ground -you’re 
instilling within them an under- 
standing of seasonable, sustain- 
able food that will stay with 
them for the rest of their lives,” 
she adds. 

The Trust has also created 
the Sowing Squad - a 13 -strong 
team of keen young growers 
from across England, Wales and 
Northern Ireland - who will 
promote growing food and help 
inspire the next generation to get 
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planting and eating the food 
they grow. 

The squad has got its work 
cut out, as the National Trust 
survey of children aged 8-12 
years revealed that 42% hide 
their greens under other food on 
their plate so they don’ t have to 
eat them. 

Another 30% throw vegeta- 
bles in the bin when no-one’s 
looking, 23% sneak them on to 
someone else’ s plate and 17% 
feed greens to the family pet. 

The survey also found that 
children’s favourite vegetable 
was sweetcorn, followed by 
potatoes and carrots. 

Strawberries were the most- 
loved fruit, and the Brussel 
sprout remains children’ s most 
hated vegetable. 

Kids who try to hide their 
greens might learn to like them a 
little more both by planting 
some of the National Trust 
seeds and reading the ‘Growing 
Vegetables Is Fun!’ magbook, 
which tells children all about 
growing vegetables at home. 

The magbook, which in- 
cludes some vegetable seed 


packs for kids to get started, fea- 
tures advice from Blue Peter gar- 
dener Chris Collins, information 
about different seeds and plants, 
advice on how to plant them in- 
doors and outdoors and a scrap- 
book and seed diary. 

The magbook’ s author, Emma 
Cooper, says: “Growing vegeta- 
bles is great fun - kids can play 
in the dirt and get muddy with- 
out being told off, and watch 
tiny seeds grow into enormous 
plants. 

“What’s more, when the 
plants are fully grown they’ll 
have tasty treats they can pick 
and eat themselves, or share 
with their family and friends.” 

As well as growing at home, 
gardening at school is a great way 
to encourage green-fingered 
kids . And as part of its Campaign 
for School Gardening, the Royal 
Horticultural Society (RHS) has 
this week launched ‘Get Your 
Grown-ups Growing’, to bring 
teachers, pupils and local adults 
together to develop school gar- 
dens. 

The idea is to get primary 
schools across the country plan-

As England begin theirtouma- 
ment campaign with a match 
against the USA on June 12 in 
South Africa, just imagining the 
rich platter of goodies from all the 
countries they hope to meet is 
enough to make you forget 
there’ s any football on at all. 

Celebrity chefs the Hairy Bik- 
ers are currently on a nationwide 
comedy/culinary tour and the 
boys - Dave Myers and Simon 
King - have road tested a number 
of global delicacies in the name of 
international relations . 

The duo have eaten their way 
through a selection of 32 World 
Cup-themedenergyefficientreci- 
pes on the npower website 
(www.npower.com/smart 
cooking). 

“The German one’s my fa- 
vourite actually - it’s really 
good!” laughs Simon, aware that 
he’s leant his support to one of 
England footbair s greatestrivals. 

He’ s talking about 
Bauemfruhstuck, the German 
dishon the website: Aheartydish 


made with sauteed potatoes, eggs, 
bacon and onion, which is 
straightforward to make. 

It might not be the prettiest dish 
in our culinary world cup, but it 
gets the Hairy Bikers seal of ap- 
proval - even if it comes from the 
country that made Paul Gascoigne 
cry in 1990. 

Don’t worry though, these 
Englishmen haven’t lost their 
sense of national pride. 

Another recipe they’ve tested 
is that traditional British favourite, 
the steak and ale pie. Dave reveals 
the secret to getting it just right. 

“Just cook the basis of the pie 
for a long, long time, at low tem- 
perature,” he urges. 

“Basically what you’re doing 
is making a beef stew. Put mush- 
rooms in, put what you fancy in, 
but just let it cook for a long time - 
it’ll not dry out.” 

Y ou needn’ t fork out for expen- 
sive steak either, adds Simon. 

“Cheaper cuts of meat are of- 
ten better for pies because they ’ re 
gelatinous and there’ s adeeper fla- 
vour to them.” 

With the stew made, pour it into 
an oven dish and pinch some rolled 
puff pastry over the top. 

Then, says Dave, pop it all in 


the oven until the pastry is puffed 
up and golden - “just like a proud 
retriever” -ready forthebigmatch. 

Next up in their list of World 
Cup recipes are England’ s first 
World Cup opponents, the USA. 

American food might make you 
think of burgers, fries, and deep 
pan pizza, but there’s more to 
Stateside cooking than that. 

Blueberry cheesecake is the US 
contribution to this international 
food party - and, if you get it in 
the oven before kick-off, you can 
be sampling your handy- work by 
halftime, say the Hairy Bikers. 

They suggest that agood cheese- 
cake “should wobble slightly 
when the tin is shaken” after com- 
ing out of the oven. 

Of course it would be rude not 
to mention the World Cup hosts. 

South African cuisine is per- 
haps best known for biltong 
(cured, dried meat), ostrich and 
boerewors (spiced, spiral sau- 
sages), but it’ s a sugary surprise 
that plays up front for the Rain- 
bow Nation in this tournament. 

Pumpkin fritters, also known 
as pampoenkoekies, use the 
pumpkin as a supplement or al- 
ternative for flour. 

These light teacakes will go 


down well whoever wins, and can 
be whipped up before the teams 
even get through the national an- 
thems. 

Dave and Simon suggest mixing 
up some cooked pumpkin, flour, 
cinnamon, salt, sugar and baking 
powder in a bowl before adding a 
couple of eggs and beating into a 
thick batter. 

Then, heat some oil in apan and 
fry globs of the batter on both 
sides, they say, until firm and 
golden. 

With thousands of miles’ worth 
of globe-hopping gastronomic 
experience, this World Cup of 
food has been well- suited to the 
Hairy Bikers. 

The boys rate road-tripping 
through Argentina and southern 
India as their favourite food trip 
moments - but a goat penis hot- 
pot in Vietnam, with frog’ s blad- 
ders as an hors d’ oeuvre, was their 
worst. 

‘ ‘There was a guy selhng tequila, 
dressed as aMexican in Vietnam, 
serving penis hotpot; it was a bit 
mental really,” recalls Simon. 

Don’ t worry, though - Vietnam 
aren’ t in the W orld Cup . Here are 
some recipes from countries that 
are:

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Portugal swelters 
during May 
heatwave 



This past month of May was characterised 
on mainland Portugal by lowlevelsof 
rainfall and an unusually hot period, 
between May 1 7 ^^ and May 23'^"', which in 
some areas of Portugal, mainly along the 
coast and in the Alentejo, was officially 
registered as a heatwave. 


Having tallied up the tempera- 
tures at the end of the month it 
was found that during the 30 days 
of May, there was a higher- than- 
usual number of days registering 
temperatures equal to or above the 
average May highest and lowest 
maximums of 30 and 25 degrees . 

On mainland Portugal, average 
maximum May temperatures 
were 0.6 degrees superior to the 
comparative benchmark aver- 
ages calculated from tempera- 


tures documented over a period 
spanning from 1971 to 2000. 

Overall average and average 
minimum temperatures were 
closer to the norm, with varia- 
tions from the 1971 -2000 bench- 
mark temperatures of -i-0.3°C and 
-0.2°C, respectively. 

Regarding May rainfall (36.3 
millimetres), the total quantity 
was 34.9 millimetres below the 
1971-2000 average, classifying 
May as a dry to normal month. 


'Hunger' affects tens 
of thousands children 
in Portugal 

Of the hundreds of thousands of people who eat meals 
every daythanks to supplies from Portugal's Food Bank, 
around 33 percent of them are children; that is some 
95,000thousand children who are dependent on charity 
to stave off hunger. 


With a rise in unemployment 
and the number of families living 
on the breadline, fears are that this 
number will continue to grow. 

This year more than 94 thou- 
sand children are being assisted 
by national Food B ank branches . 
That figure would be even higher 
if figures from Madeira, which the 
Food Bank does not help, were 
taken into account. 

There are no exact figures 
available, relating to the number 
of underfed children on mainland 


Portugal. 

The only indicator available is 
the number of people asking for 
help from the Food B ank via one 
of the 1,700 different institutions 
that it supplies has risen year-on- 
year. 

With the exception of 2006, 
when the number of people re- 
questing food diminished, over 
recent years the number of needy 
families has grown consistently. 

This year, according to Isabel 
Jonet, President of the National 



PT shrugs off 
Telefonica ‘ ‘threats’ ’ 

Telefonica's "threats" to Portugal Telecom are 
"unfoundedandcompletelyunacceptable", PT CEO 
Zeinal Bava told Lusa News Agency on Wednesday. 


Food Bank, the daily average of 
people it sustains is around 
285,000, “33 percent of whom 
are children, and 40 percent of 
whom are elderly”. 

Despite the numbers Isabel 
Jonet is reluctant to address the 
situation as ‘hunger’ , separating 
Portugal’ s reality from the dev- 
astating scenario in countries 
where malnutrition is the main 
cause of death. 

Isabel Jonet rather terms the 
scenario regarding children in this 
country as have “food-related 
needs, because, despite every- 
thing, the children are aided by 
institutions”. 

Nevertheless, most institu- 
tions only provide one meal a 
day. 

She further stressed that a sig- 
nificant number of the children 
who receive aid are from immi- 
grant families, in some cases re- 
siding in Portugal illegally. 


Spain’ s Telefonica reportedly 
considered withholding the pay- 
ment of dividends on Brazilian 
mobile phone operator Vivo’s 
stock, or dissolving the Brasilcel 
(a holding company that owns 60 
percent of Vivo, itself owned in 
equal shares by a PT and 
Telefonica) partnership. 

Such “threats” are part of the 
tug-of-war opposing PT and 
Telefonica about Vivo’ s owner- 
ship. Telefonica bid €6. 5 billion 
for PT’ s Vivo shares and offered 


to sell its ten percent stake in PT 
to facilitate the deal. 

PT’ s board claims the offer is 
too low; a final decision on the bid 
will be taken in a June 30th share- 
holder assembly. 

Telefonica “has consistently 
underplayed Vivo’s intrinsic 
value”, Bava added, further 
claiming that, by keeping its Vivo 
stake, PT will “guarantee expo- 
sure to the scale and growth of the 
Brazil and Africa [markets] .”

revised 

Portugal’s National Statistics 
Agency (INE) this week revised 
its figures for the first quarter of 
the year, announcing a year-on- 
year Gross Domestic Product 
growth of 1.8 percent, and a 1.1 
percent climb on the last quarter 
in 2009. 

INF’ s early estimate for the first 
quarter of 20i0 was 1 .7 percent (y- 
o-y), and one percent (compared 
to Q4 2009) . In the previous quar- 
ter, Portuguese GDP had fallen by 
one percent y-o-y. 

INE reports that, for 2010’ s 
first quarter, exports grew at an 8.5 
percent yearly rate, the highest 
level since early 2007 .
